NAVAL OFFICERS TO BE AUTHORISED TO 

FLY FLAGS ON SHORE AT NAVAL 

ESTABLISHMENTS, &c. 

Whereas by a Royal Proclamation made on the first day of 
January 1801, the Admiralty is granted certain powers to 
authorise and regulate the use of National Colours, including 
Ensigns, Flags, Jacks, and Pendants on Ships of Your 
Majesty's Navy, as well as on Ships of the Mercantile Marine. 

And whereas the powers conferred upon the Admiralty by 
the said Proclamation are limited to jurisdiction over Flags 
and Colours flown afloat. 

And whereas by an Order in Council of Her late Majesty, 
bearing date the ninth day of July 1864, Regulations were 
established for the use of certain Flags in the Royal Naval 
Service, it being therein directed, among other provisions, that 
the White Flag with a Red St. George's Cross is to be borne 
by Admirals, Vice-Admirals, and Rear-Admirals on their 
respective masts ; and that Commodores of the first class shall 
carry a White Broad Pendant with the Red Cross at the main 
top-gallant masthead. Commodores of the second class a 
similar Broad Pendant at the fore top-gallant masthead, and 
Senior Officers, when two or more vessels are present, the Broad 
Pendant at the mizen top-gallant masthead. 

And whereas there are certain appointments for the com- 
mand of Naval Establishments on shore which are held by 
officers of Your Majesty's Navy, who are entitled to fly a Flag, 
Broad Pendant or Pendant, as the case may be, and who, by 
reason of the limitation of the powers conferred upon us by 
the before-mentioned Proclamation and Order in Council, are 
compelled to fly such Flag, Broad Pendant or Pendant, in a 
vessel afloat, which may not, in other respects, be required for 
the carrying on of Your Majesty's Naval Service. 

We therefore beg leave to recommend that Your Majesty 
maybe graciously pleased by Your Order in Council to extend 
the powers already possessed by us for the regulation of the 
use of Flags afloat, to Flags flown ashore within the limits of 
any of Your Majesty's Naval Establishments and at any place 
on shore where Naval jurisdiction may for the time being 
prevail, and that we may be empowered, in such cases as may 
seem to us desirable, to authorise any officer of Your Majesty's 
Navy who is entitled to fly a Flag, Broad Pendant or Pendant

REGULATIONS FOR DOCKYARD PORT OF 
PORTLAND AMENDED. 

Whereas by the Dockyard Ports Regulation Act, 1865, it 
is enacted that it shall be lawful for His Majesty in C5ouncil 
from time to time, by Order in Council, to define the limits 
of a Dockyard Port for the purposes of that Act, and to 
make regulations for all or any of the purposes in the said 
Act particularly mentioned, and for such other purposes 
as from time to time seem necessary, with a view to the 
proper protection of His Majesty's vessels, dockyards, or 
property, or to the requirements of His Majesty's Naval 
Service : 

And whereas by the same Act it is also enacted that 
in relation to any Dockyard Port, it shall be lawful for His 
Majesty in Council from time to time, by Order in Council, 
on the joint recommendation of the Admiralty and the 
Board of Trade, to make rules concerning the Lights or 
Signals to be carried or used, and the steps for avoiding 
collisions to be taken by His Majesty's vessels, and other 
vessels navigating the waters of the Port, and of the approaches 
thereto : 

And whereas, in pursuance of the said Act, certain 
Regulations and Rules were made by Order in Council, 
dated the twenty-ninth day of June 1878, with reference to 
the Dockyard Port of Portland : 

And whereas it appears expedient that such Regulations 
and Rules should be amended : 

And whereas the provisions of section one of the Rules 
Publication kci, 1893, have been complied with : 

Now, therefore. His Majest}^ by virtue of the powers 
jn tliis behalf by the said Act ox otherwise ia Him vested. 
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is pleased, on the joint recommendation of the Admiralty and 
the Board of Trade, by and with the advice of His Privy 
Council, to order, and it is hereby ordered, as follows : 



Preliminary. 

1. This Order shall take effect from the date hereof. 

2. On this Order taking effect aU previous Orders, relative 
to the matters comprised in this Order, shall cease to operate, 
and in lieu thereof the Rules and Regulations set forth in the 
First and Second Schedules to this Order are hereby made 
and shall have effect in relation to the Dockyard Port of 
Portland. 

3. The terms "Vessel " and ** Master ** used in this Order 
shall have the same meaning as in the said Dockyard Ports 
Regulation Act, and the term "Dockyard Port'' shall mean 
the Dockyard Port of Portland as described in paragraph 4 
hereof. 



Dockyard Port of Portland. 

4. For the purposes of the said Act and of this Order, 
the limits of tiie Dockyard Port of Portland shall be as 
follows : — 

On the north a line drawn east (true) from the Nothe 
Point, Weymouth. 

On the east a line drawn south (true) from a position 
3,400 yards east (true) from Nothe Point. 

On the south a line drawn east (true) from the North 
point of Church Cove. 

On the west the line of high-water mark of spring tides 
from the Nothe Point to the North point of Church 
Cove, except at the entrance to the East Fleet, where 
the western boundary of the Port shall be the western 
side of Portland Bridge.

3j400 yards east (true) from the Nothe Point. 

On the South, a line drawn east (true) from the North 
point of Church Cove. 

On the West, the line of high-water mark of spring tides 
from the Nothe Point to the North point of Church Cove, except 
at the entrance to the East Fleet, where the western boundary 
of the Port shall be the western side of Portland Bridge. 

General. 

2. Moorings for His Majesty's Ships, mark buoys, and other 
aids to navigation, and such other buoys as may be required 
for any purpose in connection with Naval or Military operations, 
shall be placed by the King's Harbour Master as, from time to 
time, the reqiiirements of His Majesty's Service may demand. 

3. Mooiings for private vessels may be laid with the per- 
mission, in writing of the King's Harbour Master, and in such 
positions as he sliall deem fit, but such moorings shall not be 
laid without such permission, and shall be forthwith removed 
on the requisition of the King's Harbour Master to that effect. 

4. If at any time the anchor of any Merchant or other 
private vessel hooks any Government moorings, or any electric 
cables, or moorings of buoys, the Master or other person 
having the charge or command of such vessel shall not 
proceed to unhook the same, but shall forthwith give notice 
thereof to the King's Harbour Master, in order that aid may 
be given for clearing such moorings or cables without doing 
damage to the same. 

5. No Merchant nor other private vessel or boat shall 
make fast to, or lie at, any of the buoys marking the channels 
or shoals in the Dockyard Port. 

6. No Merchant nor other private vessel or boat shall, 
without licence in writing from the King's Harbour Master, 
be moored or fastened to any of the Forts, nor to any 
Government moorings, buoys, piles, or vessels in the Dockyard 
Port. 
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7. No fishing from boats shall be carried on within 
100 feet of His Majesty's Dockyards or other Government 
Establishments. 

8. No ballast, stones, sand, earth, clay, refuse, ashes, 
rubbish, dust, filth of any description, nor refuse from any 
quarry, mine, or pit, nor any other material whatsoever, shall be 
iinladen, cast, nor allowed to fall into the waters of the Dock- 
yard Port, nor upon the banks or any portion of the shore of 
the said Dockyard Port where the same may be liable to be 
washed into the waters of the said Dockyard Port by rain, 
tide, or otherwise ; nor into, nor upon the shores of, any 
rivers or streams discharging into the said Dockyard Port 
where the same may be liable to be washed into the said 
rivers or streams by rain, flood, or otherwise. 

9. No firearm nor air gun shall be discharged from any 
boat or ship nor from the shore within the limits of the 
Dockyard Port, excepting always such discharge of firearms 
as may be necessary by His Majesty's Naval and Military 
forces and the Metropolitan Police employed within the 
limits of the said Port, for di'ill or practice, and for the 
protection of His Majesty's Ships and Vessels, and the Naval 
and Military Magazines and Establishments. 

10. No ship's gun on board any Merchant or other private 
vessel shall be kept loaded nor discharged, except as a signal 
of distress. 

11. No vessel shall anchor on the line of any electric cable 
laid down in the Dockyard Port, when such line is indicated 
by whitewashed posts, or other discernible marks erected on 
shore, and a warning has been conveyed to mariners by 
notice issued by the Admiralty, and published in the " London 
Gazette." 

12. Whenever it may be necessary for Mining or Gunnery 
operations or experiments, dredging operations, or other 
Naval or Military purposes, to reserve any further area than 
that mentioned in Clause 15 for such operations or purposes, 
the area will be marked by buoys coloiired green and white, 
or by posts coloured red ; and after twenty-one days' warning 
notice has been issued by the Admiralty, and published in the 
" London Gazette," no vessel shall anchor within or pass 
through the area so marked, unless compelled to do so by 
stress of weather, or to avoid accident ; nor when such area 
is imcovered, or nearly imcovered, at low water, shall any 
person pass through it, or remain in it, unless by permission 
of, and imder such arrangements as may be from time to 
time made by, the oflBcer in charge of such operations. 



SECOND SCHEDULE. 

Rules concerning Lights and Signals to be used, and the 
steps to be taken for avoiding Collisions in the Dockyard 
Port of Portland, and the approaches thereto : — 

Limits of Dockyard Port of Portland. 

1. On the North, a line drawn east (true) from the Nothe 
Point, Weymouth. 
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Anchorage Regulations. 

General. 

13. All Merchant or other private vessels shall be subject 
to the direction of the King's Harbour Master. 

14. All the anchorage within the breakwaters to the 
eastward of the line drawn in a north (true) direction through 
two triangular white marks erected on the hillside east of the 
houses at Castletown, Portland, shall be reserved for tlie 
exclusive use of His Majesty's Ships, and no Merchant or 
other private vessel shall anchor therein, except with the 
permission of the Bang's Harbour Master. 

15. The area within the breakwaters lying westward of 
the above-mentioned line drawn through the white marks, 
and northward of a line drawn S. 80° E. (true) from the end 
of the Torpedo Pier at the north side of the entrance to the 
Fleet, is reserved for a Torpedo Range, and no vessels shall 
anchor therein, except with the permission of the King's 
Harbour Master. l^ 

16. Merchant or other private vessels may, subject to the 
direction of the King's Harbour Master, anchor westward of 
the above-mentioned line drawn through the white marks, 
and southward of the above-mentioned line drawn S. 80° E. 
(true) from the end of the Torpedo Pier. 

Penalties. 

17. The Master of every Merchant or other private vessel 
to which this Order relates shall observe and cause to be 
observed the provisions of this Order as far as it relates to 
his vessel, and if any Master or other i)erson acts in any 
respect in contravention of any of the foregoing provisions 
and regulations of this Order, or fails to observe, or cause the 
same or any of them to be observed in any respect, he shall 
for every such offence be liable to a penalty not exceeding the 
sum of ten pounds. 
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On the East, a line drawn south (true) from a position 
3,400 yards east (true) from the Nothe Point. 

On the South, a line drawn east (true) from the North 
point of Church Cove. 

On the West, the line of high-water mark of spring tides 
from the Nothe point to the North point of Church Cove, 
except at the entrance to the East Fleet where the western 
boundary of the Port shall be the western side of Portland 
Bridge. 

General. 

2. All sea-going vessels, when within the limits of the 
Dockyard Port of Portland, shall carry such Lights as are 
prescribed by the ** Regulations for Preventing Collisions at 
Sea " made from time to time under the Merchant Shipping 
Act ; and all vessels of every description shall also observe 
the steering and sailing rules set forth in such Regulations, 
except in so far as they are affected by the Regulations 
herein-after contained. 

3. Small fishing boats and all other boats of every descrip- 
tion at anchor in any part of the Dockyard Port at night, 
shall exhibit a white light, visible all round at a distance of at 
lea^t one mile. 

4. Small fishing boats, and all other boats, sailing or 
rowing, in any part of the Dockyard Port at night, shall have 
ready at hand a white light, and shall exhibit the same on 
approaching or being approached by any vessel or boat under 
way. 

5. When auy Ship or Ships aie about to enter from sea- 
ward any of the Channels between the breakwaters, no vessel 
proceeding outward by the same Channel shall euter the said 
Channel until the before-mentioned Ship or Ships shall have 
passed in. 

6. When two or more of His Majesty's ships are about to 
pass in or out of any of the Channels between tJie breakwaters, 
no other Ship shall attempt to enter the same Channel until 
His Majesty's Ships are clear. 

7. Whenever practice with locomotive torpedoes takes 
place, a red Flag will be hoisted at the firing point to warn 
vessels not to cross the area reserved by Clause 15 of the 
First Schedide for torpedo practice, and no vessels or boats 
shall at such time cross the said area. 

8. No trawling or fishing by nets shall be carried on 
within the breakwaters, or in such other parts of the Dock- 
yard Port of Portland as will obstruct vessels passing in or 
out of the Channels between the breakwaters. 
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Penalties. 

9. The Master of every Merchant or other private vessel, 
or person in charge of any boat to which this Order relates, 
shall observe, and cause to be observed, the provisions of this 
Order as far as it relates to his vessel or boat ; and any such 
Master or person by his wilful default infringing or causing 
any infringement of any of the provisions of the Second 
Schedule of this Order will be guilty of a misdemeanour.

Whereas by Your Majesty's Order in Council bearing date 
the twenty-fourth day of March 1902, we were empowered to 
revise and extend the system of instruction in Physical 
Training as followed in Your Majesty's Fleet :

AMENDED CONDITIONS OF SERVICE FOR 
DOMESTICS IN R.N. 

Whereas by an Order in Council of Her late Majesty bearing 
date the 29tli January 1900, certain improvements were 
introduced in the pay and position of Domestics in Your 
Majesty's Fleet : 

And whereas we are of opinion that certain amendments 
are necessary in the conditions of service of these ratingg as 
therein laid down : 

We therefore beg leave humbly to recommend that Your 
Majesty may be graciously pleased by Your Order in Council 
to sanction the following proposals : — 

I. That in lieu of Sections 2 and 3 of the Order in 
Council of 29th January 1900, the following re- 
gulations be approved, to take efiEect as from the 
1st day of April 1902 :— 

(a) That Domestics invalided from abroad 
shall be borne on ships' books and paid for a 
period, not exceeding thirty days while in Hos- 
pital, unless found unfit for further service before 
the expiration of that period, provided that their 
pay while under treatment shall be subject to 
the usual Hospital stoppages upon the scale laid 
down for Continuous Service men. 

(6) That Domestics invalided from abroad or 
discharged from Your Majesty's Ships, whether 
in commission or on paying off, shall, unless 
discharged for misconduct or incompetence, or 
at their own request, be eligible for the same 
amount of full pay leave as Continuous Service 
ratings. 

(c) That at the expiration of their full pay 
leave, or upon their discharge as cured from 
Hospital, after invaliding from abroad, if no 
leave be due to them. Domestics shall, if recom- 
mended by their Commanding Officer, be borne 
on the books of a Depot for a period not exceeding 
three months. 

(d) That while Domestics are borne on the 
books of a Depot Ship for disposal. Officers 
except Flag Officers and Officers in command of 
Your Majesty's Ships or Naval Establishments, 
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sliall be required to take their servants from 
among the number of Domestics so borne. 

n. That the preceding rules (a) (b) and (c) shall not 
apply to Domestics entered for temporary service 
only. 

m. That the Clothing Gratuity at the rate of £2 a year, 
authorised by the Regulations for the govenimient 
of Your Majesty's Naval Service to be paid in 
respect of Marine Servants, shall also be payable, 
at our discretion, in respect of Domestic ratings 
employed in Naval Establishments at Home as 
personal servants to Oflficers or as Mess Waiters. 

• IV. That Domestic ratings employed in the instruction of 
newly-entered Domestics in Naval Establishments 
at Home shall, at our discretion, be granted an 
instruction allowance of 6d. a day. 

V. That we may be empowered to enter Native Domestics, 
whether British subjects or not, at such rates of 
pay as may be thought fit in each case, provided 
that in any case the rates already payable to 
Domestics of British nationality (including Maltese), 
as laid down in Your Majesty's Regulations for the 
Navy, be not exceeded, and that we may make it a 
condition of entry that a candidate shall have no 
claim to pension.

GRATUITY TO SEAMEN AND MARINES 

HOLDING THE CONSPICUOUS GALLANTRY MEDAL 

OR DISTINGUISHED CONDUCT MEDAL. 

Whereas under Your Majesty's Royal Warrant of the 1st day 
of February 1902, amending the Regulations relating to the 
Pay and Non-Effective Pay of Your Majesty's Army, Your 
Majesty was pleased to approve of a soldier who had been 
awarded a Medal for Distinguished Conduct — if he had not 
been granted extra pension or an annuity imder Articles 1163 
and 1243 respectively of the Pay Warrant — receiving a 
gratuity of £20 on discharge or transfer to the Reserves, or on 
promotion to a Commission. 

And whereas we are of opinion that the award to men of 
Your Majesty's Naval or Marine Forces of the Distinguished 
Conduct Medal or of the Conspicuous Gallantry Medal (which 
is the corresponding Naval decoration) should also render the 
recipient eligible for* the grant of a gratuity imder similar 
conditions. 

We beg leave humbly to recommend that Your Majesty 
may be graciously pleased by Your Order in Coimcil to

I. That a seaman or marine holding the Conspicuous 
Gallantry Medal imaccompanied by an annuity

active service or on being invalided from the service, 
or on promotion to a Commission. 

n. That a seaman or marine who has been or may be 
awarded the Distinguished Conduct Medal for 
service under the War Ofl&ce shall, at our discretion, 
be awarded a gratuity of the same amount when 
similarly discharged from the service or promoted 
toCommissioned rank, except when such seaman 
or marine may be in possession of the Naval 
Conspicuous Gallantry Medal accompanied by an 
annuity. 
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m. That the Regulations as to the award of the Dis- 
tinguished Conduct Medal which prohibit the 
payment of the gratuity to a soldier in receipt of 
extra pension under Article 1166 of the Pay Warrant 
shall not be applicable in the case of a seaman or a 
marine who, on accoimt of gallantry, has been or 
may be granted an extra pension imder Naval 
Regulations.

RULES OF COURT FOR THE EXCHEQUER COURT 
OF CANADA IN ITS ADMIRALTY JURISDICTION. 

Rule Thirty-seven amended. 

Whereas by an Order in Council of Her late Majesty bearing 
date the fifteenth day of March 1893 the Rules of Court 
thereto annexed were established as the Rules of Court for 
the Exchequer Court of Cstnada in its Admiralty jurisdiction ; 
and whereas it appears to us expedient that Rule thirty-seven 
of the aforesaid Rides of Court, whereby it is amongst other 
things required that, in an action for necessaries supplied 
to a ship elsewhere than in the Port to which she belongs, 
the affidavit leading to the warrant shall state that to the best 
of the deponents' b^elief no owner or part owner of the ship 
was domiciled witliin Canada at the time the necessaries were 
supplied, shall be amended so as to conform to the provisions 
of "the Admiralty Act of 1861" (as extended to the Exchequer 
Court of Canada by " the Colonial Courts of Admiralty Act, 
1890 ") whereby jurisdiction is given to entertain such actions 
for necessaries upon it being shown to the satisfaction of the 
Court that at the time of the institution of the cause no owner 
or part owner of the ship is domiciled in Canada. 

We beg leave humbly to recommend that Your Majesty will 
be graciously pleased by Your Order in Council to direct that 
the present clause (6) of Rule thirty-seven of the Rules of 
Court for the Exchequer Court of Canada shall be rescinded 
and that the following clause which has been duly prepared 
by the proper authority as required by the said Colonial 
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Courts of Admiralty Act, 1890, and by the Admiralty Act, 
1891 (Canada), sliall be substituted therefor : — 

" (6) In an action for necessaries the national character 
of the ship and that to the best of the deponents* belief 
no owner or part owner of the ship is domiciled in 
Canada at the time of the institution of the action."

RE-ENTRY OF MEN IN R.N. AND R.M., AND 

ENTRY IN R.F.R.— PREVIOUS SERVICE OF MEN 

ENTERED AFTER DISCHARGE FROM ARMY.

DOCKYARD PORT OF QUEENSTOWN— 
REGULATIONS AMENDED. . 

Whereas by the Dockyard Ports Regulation Act, 1865, it is 
enacted that it shall be lawful for His Majesty in Council 
from time to time by Order in Council, to define the limits of 
a Dockyard Port for the purposes of that Act, and to make 
regulations for all or any of the purposes in the said Act 
particularly mentioned, and for such other purposes as from 
time to time seem necessary, with a view to the proper 
protection of His Majesty's vessels, dockyards, or property, or 
to the requirements of His Majesty *s Naval Service : 

And whereas, in pursuance of the said Act, certain 
Regulations and other iniles were made by Order in Council 
of Her late Majesty, bearing date the twenty-ninth day of 
February 1868, witJi reference to the Dockyard Port of 
Queenstown : 

And whereas it appears expedient that such Regulations 
and rules should be amended : 

And whereas the provisions of section 1 of the Rules 
Publication Act, 1893, have been complied with : 

Now, therefore, His Majesty, by virtue of the powers in 
this behaK by the said Act or otherwise in Him vested, is 
pleased, on die recommendation of the Admiralty, by and 
with the advice of His Privy Council, to order, and it is 
hereby ordered as follows : — 

1. This Order shall take effect from the date hereof. 

2. On this Order taking effect all previous Orders relative 

to the matters comprised in this Order shall cease to 
operate, and in lieu thereof the Rules and Regulations 
set forth in this Order shall become operative. 

3. The terms used in this Order shall have the same 

meaning as in the said Dockyard Ports Regulation 
Act. 

4. On the chart accompanying this Order are marked all 

the limits referred to herein. 

5. No merchant or other private vessel shall, without the 

permission of the Senior Naval Officer, or King's 
Harbour Master, be moored, anchored, or placed 
within the space (to be called the Man-of-War 
Outer Anchorage) bounded as follows, namely : — 
On the north by an imaginary straight line 

drawn from the Scots Church through the Pile 

Lighthouse On the Spit Bank. 
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, ' On the south by an imaginary Btraight line 

formed by the south-west extreme of Haulbowline 
Island and the north extreme of Spike Island 
touching each other. 

On the east and west by the contour line of three 
fathoms depth at low water spring tides. 

Nor, with the exception of vessels placed alongside 
the quays, within the space (to be called the Man-of- 
War Inner Anchorage) bounded as follows, namely : — 

On the east by a straight line drawn from the 
eastern extremity of the Admiralty pier to the 
eastern extremity of Spike Island. 

On the west by a line drawn N. 6° W. (true) 
from the inner end of the Black Prince's Pier. 

On the north by the contour line of three fathoms 
depth at low water spring tides to the east extreme 
of the Naval Pier, thence by the low water line to 
the western landing steps on Middleton Quay, 
thence by the contour line of three fathoms depth 
at low water spring tides to a point where Black 
Point bears N. 62° E. (true) and thence in a direct 
line towards the north extreme of Ballybricken 
Point. 

On the south by the low water line of Haul- 
bowline Spit Bank, by the high water line of 
Haulbowline Island and west of that island by a 
straight line from the north-west extreme to the 
inner end of the Black Prince's pier, which 
anchorages respectively are delineated and further 
described on the chart annexed to this Order;

7. No merchant or other private vessel shall, without 

license in writing from the Senior Naval Officer, or 
King's Harbour Master, be moored or fastened to any 
. of His. Majesty's moorings, buoys, piles, or vessels 
in the Port, unless forced thereto by unavoidable 
accident. 
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8. The fairway through the Man-of-War Outer Anchorage 

shall, when no men-of-war are anchored in it, be con- 
sidered to include the water for a space of 200 feet 
on each side of the line of the leading lights under 
Fort Camden as shown in the chart, and shall be 
kept clear. 

9. A fairway will be kept through the Inner Man-of-War 

Anchorage, in such a direction with regard to His 
Majesty's moorings and ships as circumstances may 
from time to time require. 

] 0. If at any time any merchant or other private vessel 
hooks any of His Majesty's moorings, the master of 
such vessel shall not proceed to unhook the same, 
but shall forthwith give notice to the King's Harbour 
Master, or to the Chief OflScer of the nearest of His 
Majesty's Dockyards, in order that aid may be given 
for clearing the moorings without damage. 

11. The master of every merchant or other private vessel 
to which this Order relates shall observe, and cause 
to be observed, the provisions of this Order as far 
as it relates to his vessel, and if any master or other 
person acts in any respect in contravention of any 
of the provisions of this Order, or fails to observe 
or cause to be observed in any respect any of those 
provisions, he shall be liable to a penalty not 
exceeding ten pounds.

MEDICAL OFFICERS— ALTERATIONS TO PAY, &o. 

Creation of a Reserve of Medical Officers. 

Whereas we are of opinion that it is desirable that the 
Regulations governing the pay, allowances, &c. of the 
Medical Officers of Your Majesty's Navy should be modified 
and extended in certain directions so as to secure greater 
efficiency in the Medical Service. 

And whereas we are further of opinion that it is desirable 
to create a Reserve of Medical Officers who would be liable 
to serve in time of war or emergency. 

We beg leave humbly to recommend that Your Majesty 
may be graciously pleased by Your Order in Council to 
sanction the following proposals, viz. : — 

1. Candidates for Commissions who, at the time of passing 
the qualifying examination for admission into the 
Royal Navy, hold or are about to hold posts as 
Resident Medical or Surgical Officer in a recognised 
Civil Hospital to be allowed to serve in these Civil 
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appointments, provided that the period of such 
service after the date of entry into the Royal Navy 
does not exceed one year. Pay from Naval Funds 
to be withheld from Officers while thus serving, but 
the time concerned to reckon for increase of full 
and half pay while on the active list and retired pay 
or gratuity on retirement or withdrawal from the 
Service (except a^ indicated in the following clause). 

2. Surgeons after serving for four years (excluding time 

spent as Resident Officer in a Civil Hospital) to be

4. Officers belonging to the Reserve of Naval Medical 

Officers to be liable to serve in the Royal Navy in 
time of war or emergency. Each Officer joining the 
Reserve to be permitted to select terms of membership 
as follows : — 

(a) He may simply enter the Reserve with power 
to give six months' notice of his intention to resign 
his position, the total period of membership however 
not to exceed eight years. 

(6) He may bind himself to remain in the Reserve 
for four years, receiving a retaining fee of £25 per 
annum ; and at the expiration of this period he may 
again bind himself to remain a member for another 
four years, receiving a similar retaining fee. 

(c) He may enter the Reserve for the first four 
years as in paragraph (6) and then by renouncing 
his retaining fee volunteer to continue membership 
for another four years as in paragraph (a). 

Officers of the Reserve called upon to serve in war or 
emergency after the expiration of any period of non- 
employment to receive immediately the rate of pay to which 
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tHey would have 'been entitled after four years' service, Viz., 
17s. a day.

Mess Allowance for Boys. 

Whereas the Crews of Your Majesty's Ships are at present 
victualled according to the Scale of Dietary laid down in 
Appendix XXI. of the Regulations for the Government of 
Your Majesty's Naval Service ; 

And whereas we are of opinion that the general rise in the 
standard of living which has taken place throughout the 
country, extending to the classes from which Your Majesty's 
Navy is recruited, renders it desirable to revise this Scale of 
Dietary, and to induce a greater variety of food ; 

We beg leave humbly to submit a revised Scale of 
Victualling, and to recommend that Your Majesty may be 
graciously pleased by Your Order in Council to sanction its 
introduction into Your Majesty's Naval Service on and from 
the. 1st October 1903, in lieu of the Scale now in force. 

Whereas, alsd, it is the general practice for Boys in Your 
Majesty's Ships not to contribute towards the expenses of the , 
Mess of which they are members, and this fact constitutes a 
hardship to the Men ; 

We would further beg leave to recommend that in those 
Messes where the proportion of Boys is more than one Boy to 
six Men, an allowance of Id. a day for each Boy beyond that 
proportion be paid to the Mess.

PAYMASTER-IN43HIEF— RANK INSTITUTED. 

COMPULSORY RETIREMENT OF ACCOUNTANT 

OFFICERS— REGULATIONS AMENDED. 

Whereas we have had under our consideration the establish- 
ment of OflBcers of the Accountant Branch of Your Majesty's 
Navy, and the regulations governing the retirement of such 
Officers for non-service. 

And whereas we are of opinion that the Accountant Branch 
should be enlarged by the institution of the new rank of 
Paymaster-in-Chief on the Active List, and that the rules for 
the retirement of Accountant Officers in respect of non-service 
should be modified. 

We beg leave humbly to recommend that Your Majesty 
may be graciously pleased by Your Order in Council to 
sanction the following proposals : — 

I. That from the first day of October 1903 the rank of 
Paymaster-in-Chief on the Active List be instituted 
with relative rank as Captain, R.N., of 3 years' 
seniority, under the following regulations as to 
promotion, pay, &c. : — 

Promotion. — To be by selection, provided that 
the Officers have 20 years' service, including 
time served as Secretary, Paymaster, Acting 
Paymaster, and not more than 4 years' time as 
Assistant Paymaster. 

Paymasters-in-Chief on the Active List to be 
eligible for appointment as Secretary to a Flag 
Officer, as in the case of other Accountant Officers. 

The present regulations as to the promotion of 
Officers to the retired rank of Paymaster-in-Chief 
to remain in force. 

Full Pay.— To be at the rate of 38^. a day. 
Half Pay. — To be at a fixed rate of 175. a day 
Age for Retirement. — The ages for optional 
and compulsory retirement to be 55 and 60 
respectively. Paymasters-in-Chief to be com- 
pulsorily retired after 3 years' continuous non- 
service in the rank, or at any time, if found unfit 
for further active service. 
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Retired Pay. — The regulations for Fleet, &c. 
Paymasters to be applicable to Paymastera-iii- 
Chief. 

Widows Pensions and Compassionate Allowances 
to Children, — ^To be under the same regulations 
as those applicable to Paymasters-in-Chief on 
the Retired List. 

The maximum number of Paymasters-in-Chief 
on the Active List to be fixed at 12. 

Six promotions to the rank to be made during 
1903-4, and six further promotions in 1904-5, 
a proportionate reduction being made in the 
establishment of Fleet and Staff Paymasters and 
Paymasters. 

n. That Fleet and Staff Paymasters and Paymasters shall 
be compulsorily retired after 3 years' continuous 
non-service in any of those ranks, or ranks combined 
(including the rank of Assistant Paymaster). This 
rule to be applied to all Officers at present on the 
list of Assistant Paymasters and to all future entrants 
into the Accoimtant Branch. 

The Lords Commissioners of Your Majesty's Treasury 
have signified their concurrence in these proposals.

GREENWICH HOSPITAL PENSIONS AND 

ALLOWANCES TO WIDOWS AND CHILDREN OF 

SEAMEN AND MARINES, &o. 

Revised Regulations. To be Supplemented from 
Naval Funds. 

Wheeeas Your Majesty was graciously pleased by Your 
Order in Council dated the 269i day of September 1901 to 
establish regulations for the grant from Naval Funds of 
Pensions and Allowances to widows and children of non- 
commissioned officers, petty officers, and men of the Royal 
Navy and Marines and of the Reserve Forces whose deaths 
are attributable to warlike operations ; 

And whereas the Pensions which may be granted imder 
such regulations are at higher rates than the Pensions which 
are granted from the funds of Greenwich Hospital to the 
widows of Seamen, Marines, and other seafarmg persons who 
are kiUed or drowned on duty in the service of the Crown 
(other than warlike operations), or on lifeboat service, under 
authority of an Order in Council of Her late Majesty bearing 
date the 12th day of December 1883 ; 

And whereas we deem it advisable that these Pensions 
and Allowances shall be granted according to an uniform 
scale ; 

We beg leave humbly to recommend that Your Majesty 
may be graciously pleased by Your Order in Council to 
sanction the Pensions which are now granted from the funds 
of Greenwich Hospital being supplemented from Naval Funds 
to the extent which may be necessary to raise them as from 
the 1st July 1903 to the scale sanctioned by Your Majesty's 
aforesaid Order in Council of the 26th day of September 1901. 

The Lords Commissioners of Your Majesty's Treasury 
have expressed their concurrence in this proposal. 
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We further beg leave humbly to recommend that Your 
Majesty may be graciously pleased to approve of the regula- 
tions for the grant of Pensions and Allowances from the funds 
of Greenwich Hospital which are annexed hereto being 
substituted for those now in force. 

Regulations for the Grant of Pensions to Widows, and 
Allowances to Children, and of Gratuities to Parents 
and other Relatives of Seamen, Marines, and other 
Seafaring Persons. 

1. Under the 2nd section of Act 46 & 47 Vict. cap. 32, 
Pensions and Allowances are granted by the Admiralty out 
of the Funds of Greenwich Hospital to Widows and Childi^n 
of— 

(a) Non-commissioned officers and petty officers and men 
of the Royal Navy and Marines killed or drowned 
in the service of the Crown, or on life-boat service ; 
and of 

(6) Men of the Royal Naval Volimteers (i.e., Royal Naval 
Reserve) killed or drowned in the service of the 
Crown ; and of 

(c) Men killed or drowned in the service of the Crown 

while serving in the Seamen Pensionera' Reserve ; 
and of 

(d) Men of the Royal Naval Artillery Volunteer Force 

killed or drowned in the service of the Crown. 

2. These Pensions and Allowances are granted also to 
Widows and Children of non-commissioned officers, petty 
officers or men as aforesaid who die from the effects of any 
injury or disease when it shall be proved to the satisfaction 
of the Admiralty — 

(a) That the injury or disease was caused by accident on 
duty in the service of the Crown, and that the man 
died therefrom within two years ; or 

(6) That the injury or disease was caused by extraordinary 
exposure or exertion on duty in the service of the 
Crown, and that it terminated fatally within two 
years of being first certified. 

3. Pension or Allowance will not be granted when death 
has been due to a man's own culpable action or negligence, 
or when the Widow was not legally married to Sie man 
before the receipt of the injury or before the disease was 
contracted. 
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4. The Pensions are supplemented from Naval Funds, and 
awards are made according to the following scale : — -

Rates in excess of the foregoing scale may, at the 
discretion of the Admiralty, be . awarded in cases needing 
special relief. 

5. If a Widow re-marry, her Pension will cease, and she 
will be eligible to receive a Gratuity equal to one year's 
Pension in full discharge of all claims upon the public bounty. 
Allowances to Children may be continued. 

6. Pensions and Allowances are tenable subject to good 
behaviour, and are granted at the discretion of the Admiralty. 
They cannot be claimed as a right. Any assignment, sale 
or contract relating to a Pension or Allowance is void. 

7. If a Mother die, or Children be removed from a 
Mother's control on accoimt of her misconduct (see paragraph 6), 
the allowances in respect of the Children may be paid at 
twice the normal rates {see paragraph 4) ; or provision may 
be made for the maintenance of the Children in a benevolent 
institution. 

8. If a Widow be in receipt of parish relief, in respect 
either of herself or her family, the payment of 'the Pension 
and Allowance may be suspended. In no case will the 
Pension or Allowance be paid to the parish authorities. 

9. Widows will be required to make a declaration 
quarterly or whenever it may be considered necessary, before 
a duly authorised person, as to their continued widowhood. 
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and of any particulars required in reference to their families. 
{Forms for this purpose mil be supplied,) 

10. Boys above 14 and girls above 16 will, as a rule, be 
ineligible for Allowances. 

11. If the claim of a Widow to a Pension be not esta- 
blished before her death, the amount of the Pension to which 
she would have been entitled if living will not be allowed 
to her representatives. 

12. These regulations apply only from the 1st July 1903. 

13. In the event of men specified in paragraphs 1 and 2 
not leaving Widows or Children, but leaving Parents or 
other Relatives dependent upon them, Gratuities not exceeding 
one year's full wages may be given at the discretion of the 
Admiralty to such Parents or Relatives, provided the total 
expenditure in such Gratuities shall not exceed in any one 
year the sum of Five himdred pounds. 

Note. — Widoios of Coast Guard Men entitled to CivU 
Pensions are excepted from these Regulations, 

And whereas the provisions of section one of the Rules 
Publication Act, 1893, have been complied with.

Surgeons to be promoted to Staff Surgeon on 
attaining 8 years* seniority, instead of 12 as 
heretofore.

CONDITIONS OF SERVICE FOR OFFICERS ON 

EXECUTIVE LIST REVISED. 

Numbers of Flag Officers increased, &c. 

Whereas we have had under consideration the present 
conditions of service of Officers of the various ranks of the 
Military Branch of Your Majesty's Navy, with particular 
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reference to the ages at wldcli the Officers come upon the 
several lists. 

And whereas we are of opinion that it is in the interests 
of Your Majesty's Naval Service that the flow of promotion to 
the higher ranks should be accelerated in order that Officers 
may reach the rank of Flag Officer at an earlier age than at 
present. 

And whereas we considered that it is necessary to make 
certain additions to the authorised establishment of Flag 
Officers, and also to accelerate the periodical increases at 
present being made in the numbei-s of Officers under previous 
Orders in Coimcil. 

We beg leave humbly to recommend that Your Majesty 
may be graciously pleased by Your Order in Coimcil to 
sanction the following proposals : — 

I. — Non-Service Retirement. 

That a reduction shall be made in the period of non- 
service which entails compulsory retirement in the ranks of 
Flag Officer, Captain, Commander, and Lieutenant, and that 
the following rules be laid down : — 

Admirals, — To be retired so soon as five years have 
elapsed since tlieir last " Service" as Flag Officers. 

V ice-Admirals. — To be retired so soon as five years have 
elapsed since their last ** Service " as Flag Officer, or on 
promotion to the rank of Admiral if they have not served 
as Vice- Admiral. 

Rear-Admirals. — To be retired so soon as three and a half 
years have elapsed since their last ** Service '* as Rear- 
Admiral, or if they have not served as Rear- Admiral, so 
soon as three and a half years have elapsed since their 
promotion to Rear-Admiral or when five yeara have 
elapsed since their last " Service " as Captain. 

Flag Officers generally. — Any Flag Officer whose Flag has 
not been hoisted during a period of seven years to be 
retired at the expiration of such period. 

Captain. — To be retired so soon as three years have 
elapsed since their last *' Service " as Captain, or, if they 
have not served as Captain, so soon as three years have 
elapsed since their promotion to that rank. 

Commandei*s and Lieutenants. — To be retired so soon as 
three years have elapsed since their last "Service" in 
their existing rank, or if they have not served in their 
existing rank so soon as three years have elapsed since 
the date of their promotion. 
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11. — Optional Retirement. 

That Mag Officers, Captains, and Commanders shall be 
allowed to retire at any age, at the discretion of the Admiralty, 
with retired pay as provided by the Regulations. 

III. — Retired Pay of Captains. 

That the scale of retired pay for Captains according to age 
and service shall be revised in the following manner : — 

Officers who are retired at the age of 51 years or over to 
receive an addition to their retired pay for every full 
year's service (within a maximum of five years) in excess 
of the periods specified in the existing scale at the rate 
of Fifteen Pounds a year instead of Ten Pounds a year 
as at present. 

No Captain to be allowed to receive any addition to his 
retired pay on account of a Good Service Pension held 
by him upon retirement except in cases of retirement 
for ill-health caused by the Service. In such cases 
Officers to receive at oar discretion an addition ranging 
from a minimum of Fifty Pounds to a maximum of One 
Hundred and Fifty Pounds, the increase over the 
minimum to be at the rate of Fifteen Pounds for each 
year's service in excess of 20 years. In no case, 
however, is the retired pay of a Captain to exceed Six 
Hundred Pounds per annum. 

A Captain to be entitled to a minimum rate of retired pay 
of Four Hundred* and Twenty Five Poimds a year 
provided that he is 45 years of age and that he has 
served as Captain for three years of which two must 
have been in command of a Ship of War at Sea 

rv. — Civil Employment. 

That " Civil Employment " as defined by existing Regula- 
tions, including service as Naval Attach^, shall be deemed to 
be service to prevent compulsory retirement. 

V. — Shore Employment. 

That no Officer shall be allowed to hold an appointment or 
appointments that may be defined by us to be " Shore Employ- 
ment " for more than five consecutive years, or, in the case of 
Members of the Board of Admiralty, for more than seven con- 
secutive years, except under special circumstances which may 
in our opinion justify an extension of the appointment in 
particular cases. 
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In calculating the period of employment ashore, time on 
Half Pay shall be included. 

Temporary employment in any capacity during Naval 
Manoeuvres shall not qualify an Officer for a further period 
of employment on shore. 

VI. — Number of Officers. 

That the future establishment of Flag Officers upon the 
Active List shall be as follows : — 

Admirals of the Fleet - - - 3 ' 

Admirals - - - - - 12 

Vice-Admirals - - - - 22 [ 

Rear-Admirals - - - - 55 J 

The increase over numbers authorised by existing regula- 
tions to be made by annual instalments and to be completed 
by the year 1907. 

The present rate of increase in the Captains' and 
Commanders' lists shall be amended as follows : — 

Captains. — An increase of 8 in each of the years 1903, 
1904, and 1905, and of 7 in each of the two following years. 

Commanders. — ^An increase of 9 in each year, commencing 
with the year 1903 until the authorised number is reached. 

We further beg leave humbly to recommend that Your 
Majesty may be graciously pleased to direct that these rules 
may come into operation as follows : — 

(a) The Regulations proposed in Section I. shall take 
effect only as regards Officers promoted to Flag 
rank or to the other ranks therein mentioned 
subsequently to the date of Your Majesty's Order 
in Council.

RETIRED PAY OF OFFICERS PROMOTED FROM 
WARRANT RANK. 

Whereas the scale of Retired Pay established by Your 
Majesty's Order in Council of the 28th March 1903, for 
Lieutenants, Engineer Lieutenants, and Carpenter Lieutenants 
promoted to those ranks for long and zealous service as 
Warrant Officer, &c., provides for the Retired Pay to be 
calculated at separate rates according to the several grades 
through which the Officers have passed, the individual rates 
to be applied to each year's service in the grades concerned : 

And whereas we are of opinion that fractions of a year's 
service in each grade should be taken into account in the 
assessment of Retired Pay to these Officers, in a similar 
manner to that sanctioned by Order in Council of Her late 
Majesty bearing date the lltli August 1884, in regard to 
pensions to Warrant Officers. 

We beg leave humbly to recommend that Your Majesty 
may be graciously pleased by Your Order in Council to 
approve of the following proposals, viz. : — 

(a) When the fractions of a year's service in each grade 
for which a separate rate of Retired Pay is assigned 
do not, in the aggregate, equal 365 days, no 
Retired Pay to be allowed in respect thereof.

OFFICERS QUALIFYING AS INTERPRETERS— 
REGULATIONS AMENDED. 

Whereas we have had iinder consideration the Regulations 
which at present govern the study of Foreign Languages by 
Officers of Your Majesty's Naval Service, and the employment 
of Officers qualified as Interpreters in Foreign Languages : 

And whereas we are of opinion that further steps should 
be taken to encourage the acquisition of a Ejiowledge of 
Foreign Language by Naval Officers : 

We beg leave humWy to recommend that Your Majesty 
may be graciously pleased by Your Order in Council to 
authorise us to revise the Regulations as affecting Officers of 
both Your Majesty's Navy and Royal Marines in the following 
manner: — 

1. The number of Officers allowed at our discretion to 

study abroad on full pay at any one time to be 
increased to twenty. Officers of the ranks specified 
in Clause 4 to be eligible for this privilege of 
residence abroad on full pay. 

The full pay to be granted without any condition 
as to subsequent qualification in the language, and 
the period for which it may be granted to count as 
" Service." No allowances in addition to full pay 
to be granted. 

2. The period during which study abroad on full pay may 

be allowed to be regulated according to the language 
studied, as shown in the annexed Schedule. 

3. Gratuities to be payable on qualification in the various 

languages specified according to the scale given in 
the Schedule, a distinction being drawn between 
Officers who qualify in the Higher Standard and 
those who qualify in the Lower Standard. The 
gratuities to be paid to Officers only after qualifying 
in the manner to be laid down in the Regulations. 

4. All Officers of and below the actual or relative rank of 

Commander to be eligible for qualification and 
appointment as Interpreter (either Higher or Lower 
Standard). Officers of the rank of Captain to be 
eligible to qualify in the Lower Standard, but not 
for appointment as Interpreter. 
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5. The allowances of Officers appointed hereafter as 

Interpreter with the Higher or Lower Standard of 
qualification to be regulated according to language 
or qualification in the manner shown in the 
Schedule. 

6. Officers on the list of Interpreters to re-qualify as we 

may direct, and prior to re-examination to be 
allowed at our discretion full pay during study 
abroad for a period not exceeding one month. The 
period for which fuU pay is thus granted to count 
as " Service," but no gratuity or other allowance 
to be payable in respect of such re-qualification. 

7. Officers qualified for the instruction in Foreign 

Languages of Junior Officers on board Yoiir 
Majesty's ships to receive five shillings for each 
lesson (of one hour's duration), the number of 
lessons for which payment is made to any individual 
instructor not to exceed four a week.

Whereas under Yoiir Majesty's Royal Warrant of the twenty- 
seventh day of March 1902, Your Majesty was pleased to 
approve of increased pay being granted under certain con- 
ditions as to efficiency for an extension of service beyond 
three years to all Non-Commissioned Officers and men of 
Your Majesty's Army from the first day of April 1904 :

LIMITS OF DOCKYARD PORT OF DOVER. 

Whebeis by the Dockyard Ports Regulation Act, 1865, it 
is enacted tliat it shall be lawful for His Majesty in Council 
from time to time, by Order in Council, to define the limits of 
a Dockyard Port for the purposes of that Act, and to make 
Regulations in relation to any Dockyard Port for all or any of 
the purposes in the said Act particularly mentioned, and for 
such other purposes as from time to time seem necessary, with 
a view to the proper protection of His Majesty's vessels, dock- 
yards, or property, or to the requirements of His Majesty's 
Naval Service : 

And whereas the Harbour of Dover is a " Dockyard Port " 
within the meaning of the said Act : 

And whereas it appears expedient to the requirements of 
His Majesty's Naval Service that the limits of flie Dockyard 
Port of Dover should be defined : 

And whereas the provisions of Section one of the Rules 
Publication Act, 1893, have been complied with : 

Now, therefore. His Majesty, by virtue of the powers in 
this behalf by the said Act or otherwise in Him vested, is 
pleased, on the recommendation of the Admiralty, by and 
with the advice of His Privy Council, to order, and it is 
hereby ordered, as follows : — 

Peeliminary. 

1. This Order shall take effect from the date hereof. 

2. In this Order, and in the Schedule hereto, unless the 
context shall otherwise require, the terms " vessel," "master" 
and " Justice " shaU. have the same meaning as in the said 
Dockyard Ports Regulation Act, and the term ** the Dockyard 
Port " shall mean the " Dockyard Port of Dover " as described 
in paragraph 3 hereof. 

DooKYABD Port of Dover. 

3. For the purposes of the said Act and of this Order, the 
limits of the Dockyard Port shall be as follows : — 

All the waters, bays, and creeks so far as the tide flows 
lying between the lines drawn as follows : — 

On the east by a line drawn south (true) through a 
point on the shore at high water mark situated four 
hamdred yards N. 57° E. (true) from the root of the 
Eastern breakwater.

On the west by a line drawn south (true) through t 
point on the shore at high water mark situated fou:

On the south by a line drawn east and west (true] 
through a point situated eight hundred and sevent;

Delineation of Limits. 

The term "Admiralty Harbour" shall mean that portion 
of the Dockyard Port protected, or to be protected, by breaks, 
waters, which lies to the eastward of the Prince of Wales Pier j 
and of a line drawn from the end of that pier to the wester 
end of the detached breakwater. Tlie term " die Commercial 1 
Harbour " shall mean that portion of the Dockyard Port which j 
is enclosed by the inner parts of the Admiralty Pier, the spur] 
from the Admiralty Pier, and the Prince of Wales Pier. 

4. On the chart accompanying this Order are drawn all 
the limits of the Dockyard Port, the Admiralty Harbour, and 
the Commercial Harbour respectively. 

5. The regulations contained in the Schedule hereto 
are hereby made, and shall have effect in relation to the 
Dockyard Port of Dover. 

Penalties. 

6. The master of every merchant or private vessel to 
which this Order relates shall observe, and cause to be 
observed, the said Regulations as far as relates to his vessel, 
and if any master or other person acts in any respect in con- 
travention of any of the said Regulations, or fails to observe, 
and cause the same to be observed, he shall for every such 
offence be liable to a penalty not exceeding the sum of Ten 
Pounds (£10). 

Local Authorities. 

7. Nothing in this Order shall affect the authority of the 
Harbour Board for Dover under the Acts of Parliament 
relating to them. 

SCHEDULE. 

General. 

] . The Admiralty Harbou r shall, subject to the provisions 
of Clause 3 of this Schedule, be for the exclusive use of His 
Majesty's Ships, and no merchant nor other private vessel 
shall, without licence in writing from the Senior Naval Officer 
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or the King's Harbour Master, anchor or lie in it, nor be 
moored or fastened to any of the Forts, or to any Government 
moorings, buoys, breakwaters, jetties, piles, or vessels in the 
Dockyard Port. 

2. The berths alongside the Admiralty Pier Extension 
eastward of the position of the old head of that Pier are to be 
cleared whenever required for His Majesty's Service. 

3. A fairway will be kept through the Admiralty Harbour 
for vessels passing between the eastern entrance of the 
Admiralty Harbour and the Commercial Harbour. 

4. Moorings for His Majesty's ships, mark buoys, and 
other aids to navigation, and such other buoys as may be 
required for any purpose in connection with naval or military 
operations, may be placed by the King's Harbour Master in 
such positions as he may from time to time consider the 
requirements of His Majesty's Service demand. 

5. No person shall lay moorings for private vessels in the 
Dockyard Port, without the permission, in writing, of the 
King s Harbour Master, and all such moorings shall be in 
such positions as the King's Harbour Master shall deem fit, 
and shall be forthwith removed on the requisition of the 
King'is Harbour Master to that effect. 

6. If at any time the anchor of any merchant or other 
private vessel hooks any Government moorings, or any electric 
cables, or moorings of buoys, the master or other person 
having the charge or command of such vessel shall not 
proceed to unhook the same, but shall forthwith give notice 
thereof to the Senior Naval Officer or to the King's Harbour 
Master, in order that aid may be given for clearing such 
moorings or cables without doing damage to the same. 

7. No merchant or other private vessel shall make fast to, 
or lie at, any of the buoys marking the channels or shoals in 
the Dockyard Port. 

8. No merchant or other private vessel shall anchor on 
the lines of any electric cable laid down in the Dockyard 
Port when such line is indicated by whitewashed posts or 
other discernible marks erected on shore, and a warning has 
been conveyed to mariners by notice issued by the Admiralty 
and published in the " London Gazette." 

9. No ballast, stones, sand, earth, clay, refuse, ashes, 
rubbish, dust, filtli of any description, nor refuse from any 
quarry, mine or pit, nor any other material whatsoever, shall 
be imladen, cast, nor allowed to fall into the waters of the 
Dockyard Port.

AMENDED REGQLATIONS FOR THE DOCKYARD 
PORT OF PLYMOUTH. 

WuEEEAS by the Dockyard Ports Regulation Act, 1865, it is 
enacted that it shall be lawful for His Majesty in Council 
fi'om time to time, by Order in Council, to define the limits 
of a Dockyard Port for the purposes of that Act, and to make 
Regulations for all or any of the purposes in the said Act 
particularly mentioned, and for such other purposes as from 
time to time seem necessary, with a view to the proper 
protection of His Majesty's vessels, dockyards, or property, 
or to the requirements of His Majesty's Naval Service : 

And whereas by the same Act it is also enacted that in 
relation to any Dockyard Port, it shall be lawful for His 
Majesty in Council from time to time, by Order in Council, 
on the joint reconmiendation of the Admiralty and the Board 
of Trade, to make rules concerning the Lights or Signals to 
be carried or used, and the steps for avoiding collisions to 
be taken by His Majesty's vessels, and other vessels navigating 
the waters of the Port, and of the approaches thereto : 

And whereas in pursuance of the said Act, certain Regu- 
lations and Rules were made by Orders in Council, dated 
the 29th day of February 1868, the 19th day of May 1885, 
the 15th day of August 1890, the 26th day of August 1893, 
the 12th day of December 1894, the 8th day of February 
1896, and the 18th day of May 1897, with reference to the 
Dockyard Port of Plymouth : 

And whereas it appears expedient that such Regulations 
and Rides should be amended : 

And whereas the provisions of Section one of the Rules 
Publication Act, 1893, have been complied with : 

Now, therefore. His Majesty, by virtue of the powers in 
this behalf by the said Act or otherwise in Him vested, is 
pleased, on the joint recommendation of the Admiralty and

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the Board of Trade, by and with the advice of His Privy 
Coiincil, to order, and it is hereby ordered, as follows : — 

Preliminary. 

1. This Order shall take effect from the date hereof. 

2. On this Order taking effect all previous Orders, relative 
to the matters comprised in this Order, shall cease to operate, 
and in lieu thereof the Regulations and Rules set forth in 
the First and Second Schedules to this Order are hereby 
made and shall have effect in relation to the Dockyard Port 
of Plymouth. 

3. The terms used in this Order shall have the same 
meaning as in the said Dockyard Ports Regulation Act. 

Dockyard Port of Plymouth. 

4. For the purposes of the said Act and of this Order the 
limits of the Dockyard Port of Plymouth shall be as follows : — 

The waters of Plymouth Sound and Hamoaze, including 
all the bays, creeks, lakes, pools, and rivers as far as the 
tide flows, within or to the northward of a straight line 
drawn across the entrance .of Plymouth Sound from Penlee 
Point on the west to Shagstone on the east. 

Delineation of Limits. 

5. On the chart accompanying this Order are marked 
all the limits referred to therein. 



FIRST SCHEDULE. 



Regulations for the protection of the Dockyard Port of 
Plymouth and of His Majesty's property therein, and for 
Anchoring, Berthing, Mooring, and Breaming in that Port. 

Limits of the Dockyard Port of Plymouth. 

1. The Dockyard Port of Plymouth shall be the waters of 
Plymouth Sound and Hamoaze, including all tlie bays, creeks, 
lakes, pools., and rivers as far as the tide flows, within or to 
the northward of a straight line drawn across the entrance 
of Plymouth Sound, from Penlee Point on the west to the 
Shagstone on the east. 
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Limits of Plymouth Sound, 

2. Plymouth Sound shall be considered to be all that 
portion of the Dockyard Port of Plymouth lying to the south- 
ward and eastward of a straight line joining Devirs Point 
and Wilderness Point at the entrance of Hamoaze, southward 
of a straight line joining the heads of the two outermost piers 
at the entrance of Mill Bay, and southward and westward of a 
straight line joining Fisher's Nose and the outermost extremity 
of Mount Batten breakwater, at the entrance of Cattewater. 

Limits of Harbour of Hamoaze. 

3. The Harbour of Hamoaze shall be deemed to be that 
portion of the Dockyard Port of Plymouth lying within a 
straight line drawn from Devil's Point to Wilderness Point. 

General. 

4. Moorings for His Majesty's Ships, mark buoys, and 
other aids to navigation, and such other buoys as may be 
required for any purpose in connection with Naval or Military 
operations, shall be placed by the King's Harbour Master as, 
from time to time, the requirements of His Majesty's Service 
may demand. 

5. Moorings for private vessels may be laid with the per- 
mission, in writing, of the King's Harbour Master, and in 
Buch positions as he shall deem fit, but such moorings shall 
be forthwith removed on the requisition of the King's Harbour 
Master to that effect. 

6. K at any time the anchor of any merchant or other 
private vessel hooks any Government moorings, or any electric 
cables, or moorings of buoys, the master or other person 
having the charge or command of such vessel shall not 
proceed to unhook the same, but shall forthwith give notice 
thereof to the Admiral Superintendent or the King's Harbour 
Master, in order that aid may be given for clearing such 
moorings or cables without doing damage to the same. 

7. No merchant or other private vessel or boat shall make 
fast to, or lie at, any of the buoj'^s marking the channels or 
shoals in the Dockyard Port. 

8. No merchant nor other private vessel or boat shall, 
without license in writing from the Port Admiral, Admiral 
Superintendent, or King's Harbour Master, be moored or 
fastened to any of the forts, nor to any Government 
moorings, buoys, piles, or vessels itf the Dockyard Port. 

I 2 
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9. No merchant nor other private vessel of above five 
tons, compelled or allowed to anchor in or near any of the 
navigable channels of the Dockyard Port, shall be left at any 
time without a shipkeeper. 

10. No fishing from boats shall be carried on within one 
hundred feet of His Majesty's Dockyards or other Government 
Establishments. 

11. No ballast, stones, sand, earth, clay, refuse, ashes, 
rubbish, dust, filth of any description, nor refuse from any 
quarry, mine or pit, nor any other material, shall be unladen, 
cast, nor allowed to fall into the waters of the Dockyard Port, 
nor upon the banks or any portion of the shore of the said 
Dockyard Port where the same may be liable to be washed 
into the waters of the said Dockyard Port by rain, tide, or 
otherwise ; nor into, nor upon the shores of any rivers or 
streams discharging into the said Dockyard Port, where the 
same may be liable to be washed into the said rivers or 
streams by rain, flood, or otherwise. 

12. The steam syren shall not be used within the limits 
of Hamoaze except to prevent collision, or in case of fog. 

13. No firearm nor air-gun shall be discharged from any 
boat or ship nor from the shore over the water within the 
limits of Hamoaze navigable for ships, from its southern limit 
to an imarinary line drawn from Neil to Warleigh Points in 
the River Tamar and to abreast of Antony Ferry in the River 
St. Germans, nor in the shallow waters of St. Johns, Sango 
or Milbrook Lakes, outside an imaginary line joining Trevol 
and Palmer Points, nor in Weston Mill Lake outside the 
Cornwall Railway Viaduct, nor within two hundred yards of 
any ship or vessel in the remainder of the Dockyard Port, 
excepting always such discharge of firearms as may be 
necessary by His Majesty's Naval and Military Forces and the 
Metropolitan Police employed within the limits of the said 
Port, for drill or practice, and for the protection of His 
Majesty's Ships and Vessels, and the Naval and Military 
Magazines and Establishments. 

14. No ship's gun on board any merchant or other private 
vessel shall be kept loaded, nor discharged, except as a signal 
of distress. 

15. Whenever it may be necessary for mining or gunnery 
operations or experiments, dredging operations, or other 
Naval or Military purposes, to reserve any area for such 
operations or purposes, the area will be marked by buoys 
coloured green and white, or by posts coloured red ; and after 
twenty-one days' warning notice has been issued by the 
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Admiralty, and published in the " London Gazette," no 
vessel shall anchor within, or pass through, the area so 
marked, unless compelled to do so by stress of weather, or to 
avoid accident ; nor when such area is uncovered, or nearly 
uncovered, at low water, shall any person pass through it or 
remain in it, imless by permission of, and under such arrange- 
ments as may be from time to time made by the Officer in 
charge of such operations. 

16. No vessel shall anchor on the line of any electric cable 
laid down in the Dockyard Port, when such line is indicated 
by whitewashed posts, or other discernible marks erected on 
shore, and a warning has been conveyed to mariners by 
notice issued by the Admiralty and published in the " London 
Gazette." 

Anchorage Regulations. 

General. 

17. All merchant or other private vessels shall be subject 
to the direction of the King*s Harbour Master. 

Plymouth Sound. 

18. The outer anchorage in Plymouth Sound within and 
near the breakwater shall be for the exclusive use of His 
Majesty's ships and vessels of war. 

19. Anchorage in Plymouth Sound, within a space to be 
called the Merchant Vessels' Anchorage, is reserved specially 
for merchant and other private vessels, and is bounded by the 
following straight lines, namely : — 

To the southward by a line drawn from Ram's ClifiE Point 
towards the west, indicated by two white masonry 
beacons on Ram's Cliff Point : 

To the northward by a line drawn from Mount Edgcumbe 
House, through the Canteen on Drake's Island, to the 
eastern shore of Plymouth Sound : 

To the westward by a line drawn from the east end of 
Windsor Terrace, in the town of Plymouth, to the 
Smeaton's Tower on the Hoe, and continuing through 
the whitewashed diamond seamark on the rocks to the 
before-mentioned line drawn from Ram's Cliff Point, 
which anchorage is delineated on the chart annexed to 
this Order. 
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20. Merchant or other private vessels may anchor only 
either in the Merchant Vessels' Anchorage, or in such positions 
out of the fairways, and other than those enumerated in 
Clause 21 of this Schedule, as may from time to time be 
permitted by the King*s Harbour Master. 

21. No merchant or other private vessel shall be anchored, 
moored, or placed in either the Eastern or Western entrances 
to the Sound, nor in any part of the fairway on the west side 
of the Merchant Vessels' Anchorage, nor in the Smeaton Pass, 
nor in the Asia Pass eastward of a straight line drawn from 
the Melampus buoy to a position one cable south-west of the 
Asia buoy, nor in any part of the fairway from the Asia and 
Smeaton Passes to the entrance of Hamoaze, nor northward 
of Drake's Island within fifty fathoms of the centre of any 
moorings for the use of His Majesty's ships and vessels, nor 
in Barn Pool. 

Hamoaze. 

22. No merchant nor other private vessel shall be anchoi-ed 
or moored in the fairway between the Grovemment moorings 
in the Harbour of Hamoaze so as to swing within seventy-five 
fathoms from the centre of any of those moorings, nor in 
such a position as to be liable to foul any of His Majesty's 
ships at those moorings or elsewhere, nor in front nor abreast 
of any of His Majesty's Dockyards or Arsenals, nor of His 
Majesty's gun wharf, unless consigned thereto, and permission 
is granted by the King's Harbour Master, or forced thereto 
by unavoidable accident. 

23. No merchant nor other private vessel shall be made 
fast to, nor be moored, nor secured by, any of the moorings, 
anchors, or chains belonging to His Majesty, to which access 
can be had when the tide is out, nor be anchored nor moored 
so as to swing within seventy-five fathoms of any buoys or 
piles belonging to His Majesty, nor in such a manner as to 
prevent access to His Majesty's docks, wharves, arsenals, 
gunwharf, or victualling yard. 

24. No merchant nor other private vessel shall be anchored 
or moored in any place within the harbour of Hamoaze, 
except on the eastern side of Stonehouse Pool, to the east- 
ward of a straight line drawn between the end of the west 
pier of the Royal William Victualling Yard basin and the 
south extreme of the Stonehouse Pool Improvement Com- 
pany's wharves, and a channel for boats and barges shall be 
kept clear from Hamoaze to the Admiral's Hard, and up 
Stonehouse Lake to the Royal Naval and Military Hospitals 
above Stonehouse Bridge. 
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25. No merchant nor other private vessel shall be 
anchored, moored, or placed nearer any of the wharves of 
the Royal WiUiam Victualling Yard than sixty fathoms, nor 
within the line of mooring buoys as laid down at the date 
of this Order or at any time thereafter, nor nearer than 
fifty fathoms to any Government moorings off the said 
Victualling Yard. 

26. Nothing, however, in the foregoing provisions shall be 
deemed to exclude such vessels as require admission to the 
wharves, docks, and other establishments at Mutton Cove, 
North Comer, New Passage, and elsewhere, for loading and 
imloading cargoes, and all such vessels shall continue to 
enjoy their accustomed privileges in this respect as fully as if 
this Order had not been made, provided that such vessels 
do not impede nor interfere with the navigation of His 
Majesty's vessels. 

Cattexoaber, 

27. All fore and aft rigged merchant or other private 
vessels taking shelter in Cattewater, and drawing less than 
eleven feet of water, shall anchor either on the flat on Clovelly 
Bay or above Tumchapel Point, and shall place buoys on 
their anchors, and moor with a kedge, and rig in their 
jib-booms. 

28. Merchant and other private vessels, if drawing eleven 
feet of water or upwards, and less than sixteen feet, shall 
moor on the flat between Tumchapel Point and Mount Batten ; 
if drawing sixteen feet of water or upwards, shall moor in 
tiers below and above Tumchapel Point, with their stern 
cables made fast to the shore, and their jib-booms rigged in, 
yards topped, and spritsail yards fore and aft. 

29. An open channel of not less than fifty fathoms in 
width, on the north side of the Harbour, shaU be kept clear 
for the navigation of vessels from the entrance of Cattewater 
up towards the Bear's Head and Tumchapel Point, and as 
far as His Majesty's breakwater establishment at Orestou, 
and no merchant nor other private vessel shall anchor in or 
obstruct this channel. 

30. No vessel shaU anchor in Deadman's Bay on the north 
side of the Cattewater. 

31. Fishing vessels and other small craft bringing up in 
Cattewater shall moor only within the limits prescribed in 
Clauses 27 and 28 and clear of the channel ; and with an 
anchor and kedge ; and they shall lower all . sails and rig 
in their bowsprits. 
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32. The limits of Cattewater for the anchoring and placing 
of vessels should be marked out as follows : — 

To the eastward of a straight line from Fisher's Nose to 
the outermost extremity of Mount Batten breakwater. 

To the southward of another such line from Fisher's Nose 
to Queen Anne's Battery. 



Rules for Prevention of Fire. 

33. No vessel nor boat of any description, when passing 
the powder magazine at Bull Point, or any of the powder 
ships (painted red), shall pass inside the red buoys off Bull 
Point, nor between the powder ships and the red buoys 
placed to guard them. 

34. No merchant nor other private vessel shall be breamed 
in any part of the Harbour of Hamoaze, except on the shore 
of Stonehouse Pool, or at Waterman's boatbuilding yard at 
Cremill. 

35. Within the distance of two hundred yards from any 
of His Majesty's vessels, or of any hired vessel in His 
Majesty's service, or of any of His Majesty's docks, dockyards, 
arsenals, powder magazines, or wharves — 

(a) No pitch, tar, resin, turpentine, grease, tallow, oil, nor 
other combustible matter, shall be boiled or heated 
on board of any merchant or other private vessel ; 

(6) No fire shall be kept on board any merchant or other 
private vessel in Hamoaze, except in steam vessels' 
furnaces, between eleven o'clock in the evening 
and five o'clock in the morning from the 1st October 
to the 3l8t March inclusive, nor between eleven 
o'clock in the evening and four o'clock in the 
morning between the 1st April and the 30th 
September inclusive. 

Penalties. 

36. The master of every merchant or other private vessel 
to which this Order relates shall observe and cause to be 
observed the provisions of this Order as far as it relates to 
his vessel, and if any master or other person acts in any 
respect in contravention of any of the provisions of this 
Order, or fails to observe or cause to be observed in any 
respect any of those provisions, he shall be liable to a penalty 
not exceeding ten pounds. 
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Local AvJthorities. 

37. Nothing in this Order shall afifect the authority of the 
Pier Master at Mill Bay Pier, nor of the Dock Master of the 
Great Western Docks, nor of the Cattewater Commissioners, 
nor of the Sutton Pool Commissioners, under the respective 
Acts of Parliament relative thereto, but the regulations 
prescribed by this Order shall be observed in the areas 
under the management of the above-mentioned authorities so 
far as they relate to those areas. 



SECOND SCHEDULE. 



Rules concerning lights and signals to be used, and the 
steps to be taken for avoiding collisions in the Dockyard Port 
of Plymouth, and the approaches thereto : — 



Limits of Dockyard Port of Plymouth, 

1. The Dockyard Port of Plymouth shall be the waters of 
Plymouth Sound and Hamoaze, including all the bays, creeks, 
lakes, pools, and rivers, as far as the tide flows, within or to 
the northward of a straight line drawn across the entrance of 
Plymouth Sound, from Penlee Point on the west to the 
Shagstone on the east. 

Limits of Plymouth Sound. 

2. Plymouth Sound shall be considered to be all that 
portion of the Dockyard Port of Plymouth lying to the south- 
ward and eastward of a straight line joining Devil's Point and 
Wilderness Point, at the entrance of Hamoaze ; southward of 
a straight line joining the heads of the two outermost piers at 
the entrance of Mill Bay ; and southward and westward of a 
straight line joining Fisher's Nose and the outermost extremity 
of Mount Batten breakwater, at the entrance of Cattewater. 



Narrow Waters of Plymouth Sound. 

3. The narrow waters of Plymouth Sound shall be con- 
sidered to be all that portion of Pljrmouth Soimd lying north 
and west of a straight line drawn from Picklecombe Fort to 
Mount Batten Tower.

Observance of " Regvlations for Preventing Collisions 

at Sea:' 

4. All sea-going vessels, when within the limits of the 
Dockyard Port of Plymouth, shall carry such lights as are 
prescribed by the " Regulations for Preventing Collisions at 
Sea " made from time to time under the Merchant Shipping 
Act ; and all vessels of every description shall also observe 
the steering and sailing rules set forth in such Regulations, 
except in so far as they are affected by the Regulations 
hereinafter contained. 



Lights for Small Steam Craft. 

5. Steam launches and other small craft propelled by 
steam or other mechanical power, of a length over all of or 
exceeding 35 feet, shall, between sunset and sunrise, when 
within the limits of the Dockyard Port of Plymouth, carry the 
lights prescribed for sea-going steamships, in the above- 
mentioned Regulations ; or shall, when under way, in lieu of 
the coloured side lights, carry a single lantern amidships, 
with a green glass on the one side and a red glass on the 
other side ; such lantern to be not less than two feet above the 
hull, and so constructed and placed that the green light shall 
show from right ahead to two points abaft the starboard 
beam ; and the red light from right ahead to two points abaft 
the port beam, without being obscured by other objects in 
the vessel. The bright light is to be in the middle line of 
the craft, and not less than two feet above the coloured light 
or lights, and may, when there is no foremast, be carried on a 
pole, or otherwise, at the forepart of the vessel ; and at a 
height above the hull not less than the breadth of the vessel. 
These lights are to be of such a character that on a dark 
night, with a clear atmosphere, the coloured lights shall be 
visible at least one mile and the bright light at least two 
miles. 

6. Steam launches, and all other boats propelled by steam 
or other mechanical power, of a length over all of less than 
35 feet, when under way between sunset and sunrise within 
the limits of the Dockyard Port of Plymouth, shall not be 
obliged to carry the white light, but shall carry the coloured 
side lights prescribed in the " Regulations for Preventing 
Collisions at Sea,'* or in lieu thereof the single lantern 
amidships, with parti-coloured glass, as set forth in the 
foregoing paragraph. 
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Ships exempted from carrying Anchor Lights, 

7. Coal and other hulks moored head and stem in 
Hamoaze, ships without shipkeepers lying to the northward 
of the steam ferry at Torpoint, coal lighters moored out of 
the fairway to the southward of the steam ferry at Torpoint, 
and Dockyard lumps and lighters moored off the Dockyard 
wall between Mutton Cove and the south end of No. 1 Jetty, 
need not carry anchor lights. 

Lights for Boats at Anchor, 

8. Small fishing "boats, and all other boats of every 
description at anchor in any part of Plymouth Soimd at 
night, shall exhibit a white light, visible all roimd at a 
distance of at least one mile. 

Lights for Boats under way, 

9. Small fishing boats, and all other boats, sailing or 
rowing, in any part of the Dockyard Port of Plymouth at 
night, shall have ready at hand a white light, and shall 
exhibit the same on approaching, or being approached by, 
any vessel or boat under way. 

Vessels to keep dear of His Majesty^s Ships, 

10. When any of His Majesty's ships, or other vessel in 
charge of His Majesty's Officers, about to pass between 
Hamoaze and the Sound, hoists the Union Jack at the fore- 
mast head, all other of His Majesty's Ships present in the 
port shall hoist the Pilot Jack as a general warning, and the 
Pilot Jack will also be hoisted on the flagstaff at Mount 
Wise for the same purpose ; and all other vessels, craft and 
boats, of every description, under way in Hamoaze or in the 
narrow waters of the Sound, shall keep out of the way of the 
said ship flying the Union Jack, provided always that the 
said ship shall be navigated with due care and at a moderate 
speed, and that she shall, so far as is practicable, be kept on 
the side of the fairway which lies on her own starboard side. 

11. When any of His Majesty's ships are about to enter 
or leave any of the docks, basins, jetties, &c. at His Majesty's 
Dockyard at Devonport, the Pilot Jack will be hoisted at the 
yardarm of the flagstaff at the North or South Yard, according 
to die yard at which the movement may be taking place, and 
while this flag is hoisted all merchant and other private 
steam vessels and all small craft propelled by steam or other 
mechanical power, when navigating along the Eastern shore 
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in Hamoaze, shall keep out of the way of the ship which is 
being moved and also of the tugs which may be in attendance 
on her. 

12. Merchant and other private steam vessels, and small 
craft propelled by steam or other mechanical power, when 
navigating along the western shore in Hamoaze, between 
Petre and Carew Points, shall keep outside, or to the east- 
ward of, the Battleships and Admiralty moorings in that 
locality. 

13. Merchant and other private steam vessels navigating 
along the eastern shore in Hamoaze shall keep outside, or to 
the southward and westward of, the moorings for timber 
ships and lumps between Mutton Cove and the south end of 
No. 1 jetty. 

Regulations for Sailing and Small Craft to keep clear of 

Steamers. 

14. When any sea-going steamship, steam vessel towing, 
steam dredger, or steam hopper, within the limits of the 
Dockyard Port, shall, by reason of the crowded nature of the 
channel or anchorage, or from other cause, find it unsafe or 
impracticable to keep out of the way of a sailing vessel, or of 
a boat under oars or sail or steam, or other mechanical power, 
she shall signify the same to the sailing vessel or boat by 
four short blasts of the ste^m whistle, blown in rapid succes- 
sion, when the sailing vessel or boat shall keep out of the 
way of the steam vessel, provided always that the steam 
vessel shall be navigated with due care and at a moderate 
speed. 

Sound Signals for Vessels in sight of one another. 

15. Whenever ste^m vessels or steam boats within the 
limits of the Dockyard Port are in risk of collision, they shall, 
in addition to the signals prescribed in Article 28 of the 
** Regulations for Preventing Collisions at Sea," indicate their 
own action as follows : — 

If steaming ahead, by one long blast on the whistle or 

syren : 
If stopped, by two long blasts. 



RegulatioTis for Ferries. 

16. — (a) Any ferry across the Hamoaze or Tamar River 
however propelled, shall, between sunrise and sunset when 
there is risk of collision, keep out of the way of all sea-going 
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vessek, and of tugs towing trains of barges, by stopping or 
going astern, as necessary. 

(h) Every such ferry, propelled by means of chains, or in 
any other way confined to a fixed track, shall, instead of the 
lights directed to be carried by the " Regulations for 
Preventing Collisions at Sea," carry four lights, one at each 
comer, showing white ahead and astern in the direction of 
the ferry track, and red on the beam or athwart the ferry 
track, each light to be visible for at least two miles. 

Regulations for Steam Vessels crossing Hamoaze. 

17. Steam vessels or steam boats crossing from one side 
to the other in Hamoaze shall keep out of the way of vessels 
proceeding up or down Hamoaze. 

Locomotive Torpedo Practice. 

18. Whenever practice with locomotive torpedoes takes 
place, a red flag will be hoisted at the firing point to warn 
vessels and boats not to cross the range. While the practice 
is proceeding, no craft shall anchor for fishing or other 
purpose, nor shall any cruising or pleasure sailing take place 
in the area considered dangerous, details of which are to be 
published from time to time in Notices issued by the 
Admiralty and published in the " London Gazette." 

Prohibition of Trawling and Net Filing in certain Areas 
for Safety of Navigation. 

19. No trawling, nor fishing by nets, whether drift nets 
or set nets, shall be at any time carried on in the main fair- 
ways to, nor in the centre portion of, Plymouth Sound, the 
prohibited area of which shall be limited as follows : — 

On the western side by a straight line drawn from Eastern 
King Point to the position marked by the Melampus 
buoy ; thence to the position marked by the Queen's 
Grounds buoy ; and thence to the position marked by 
the Draystone buoy ; 

On the eastern side by a straight line drawn from Fisher's 
Nose to the outermost extremity of Mount Batten Break- 
water ; thence to the position marked by the Hospital 
Hulk in Jennycliffe Bay ; thence to the position marked 
by the Duke Rock buoy ; thence to the extremity of 
Bovisand Pier ; and thence to the Shagstone.

DISCHARGE BY PURCHASE FROM, AND RE-ENTRY 
IN R.N. AND R.M. OF MEN AND BOYS. 

Whereas Her late Majesty by Her Orders in Council bearing 
date the fourth day of March 1884 and the twenty-ninth day 
of June 1896 was graciously pleased to approve of a scale of 
payments to be made by men and boys of Your Majesty's 
Navy and Marines who were desirous of obtaining their 
discharge from Your Majesty's Service : 

And whereas we consider it desirable that this scale of 
payments should be revised : 

We beg leave humbly to recommend that Your Majesty 
may be graciously pleased by Your Order in Council to 
sanction the following proposals : — 

That the scale of payments for the discharge of men 
and boys from the Royal Navy and Royal Marines shall 
be as set forth in the subjoined Schedule. 

That without derogating from the powers already 
possessed by the Admiralty for the discharge of men 
from the Service, Naval Ratings and Marines who have 
completed at least four yeai-s* service from the age of 18 
be allowed in limited numbers at our discretion free 
discharge upon the condition that they join the Royal 
Fleet Reserve. 

That Naval Ratings who may re-enter the Navy with 
less than four years* service and Marines who may 
purchase their discharge and subsequently enter the 
Royal Navy shaU be treated as new entries so far as 
Clothing and Bedding gratuities are concerned ; and 
that men with over four years' service (except those 
discharged free after 16 years) re-entering shall receive 
the lesser gratuities to which they would be entitled on 
re-engaging after completing their first continuous 
service engagements : 
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That men who may rejoin the Royal Navy or Royal 
Marines within two years of discharge therefrom and 
who may have already received a repayment of one-third 
of the purchase money on enrolment in the Royal Fleet 
Reserve shall be paid the difference between one-third 
and one-half of the purchase money. 

These Regulations to take effect from the date of Your 
Majesty's Order in Council, except that in the case of 
men who apply for discharge before the first day of July 
1905 the amount required by the old scale may be 
accepted.

PENSIONS, Ac. TO DEPENDENTS OF NAVAL 
OFFICERS AND WARRANT OFFICERS, R.M. 

Regulations amended in cases of Officers whose 
Deaths are attributable to the Service. 

Whereas under Army Regulations it has been recently 
provided that the widows and children, and in certain circum- 
stances the mothers or sisters, of Officers of Your Majesty's 
Army, who are killed in action, or in the performance of 
military duty — on active service or otherwise — or die within 
two years of woimds, injuries, or disease received or con- 
tracted in such circumstances, may be granted special rates of 
pensions and compassionate allowances. 

And whereas the widows and children, or mothers or 
sisters, of Naval Officers, whose death is attributable to the 
Service, are not eligible for these benefits unless the officer 
dies within a period of six months ; and whereas we are 
of opinion that the period within which death must have 
occurred for these purposes should be the same for both Your 
Majesty's Navy and Your Majesty's Army. 

We beg leave humbly to reconmiend that Your Majesty 
may be graciously pleased to sanction the said period of six 
months being extended to two years accordingly. 
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And whereas under Army Regulations it is now provided 
that the widows of Army Warrant Officers, who are killed in 
action or in the i)erformance of military duty — on active service 
or otherwise — or die within two years of wounds, injuries, or 
disease received or contracted in such circumstances, shall 
receive pensions at the rate of Thirty Pounds a year. 

And whereas the widows of Warrant Officers of Your 
Majesty's Royal Marines are in such circumstances eligible 
for a pension of Twenty Pounds only, and we are of opinion 
that diey should receive the same pension as the widows of 
Army Warrant Officers in the same circumstances.

REGULATIONS AMENDED. 

Whereas by existing regulations the payment of Training 
Fees to OflScers of Your Majesty's Royal Naval Reserve has 
been made on the plan of the whole fee being paid in advance 
for the calendar year : 

And whereas, in view of the varying dates of completion 
of Naval Training, and the varying duration of further 
periods of Service in the Fleet, we consider it desirable that 
proportionate payments of the Training Fees should be made 
in fttture in the manner shown in the accompanying schedule 
of regulations : 

We beg leave humbly to recommend that Your Majesty 
may be graciously pleased by Your Order in Council to 
authorise us to amend the regulations accordingly. 

The Lords Commissioners of Your Majesty's Treasury 
have signified their concurrence in these proposals. 

Proposed Article 69, Royal Naval Reserve Regulations 
{Officers). 

69. — ^An officer on completing his training and obtaining Payment of 
the necessary certificate is entitled to be paid for the un- Traming 
expired portion of the current calendar year a proportionate ^®®®* 
part of the annual training fee due to the rank (not acting) 
held by the officer on the date of completing his training.^ 
He will also be paid, without obtaining a Test Certificate, his 
full training fee for the subsequent calendar year, if he 
remains on the Active List, at any time after the 1st of January 
of the year, at the rate due to the rank (not acting) held by 
him on the 1st of January. 

2. — ^In each further subsequent calendar year so long as 
he remains on the Active List the officer will be paid his 
training fee (1) on the production of a Test Certificate {see 
Article 44) for drill performed in that year, or obtained under 
Article 45, or Clause 3 of this Article, (2) on the production 
of a Gunnery or Torpedo Course Certificate, or (3) on pro- 
duction of satisfactory certificate for service in H.M. Ships 
under Article 46, and he may be paid at any time after the 
Ist of January of the year. The rate of fee to be paid on

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such certificates of service will be determined by the rank 
(not acting) held by the officer on the 1st of January. 

3. — An officer promoted to higher rank will become 
entitled to a proportionate part of the difference between the 
Training Fee to which he was entitled on the completion of 
training or on the 1st of January and the training fee due 
to his higher rank, from the date of his seniority, except in 
case of a sub-Lieutenant who has held acting rank, where the 
date of confirmation wiU be taken. 

Similarly in cases in which the payment of the higher 
training fee of £25 is deferred, imder Article 68 (3), imtil an 
officer has passed a satisfactory Gunnery course, a propor- 
tionate part of the extra £5 will be i^aid for the remainder of 
the year in which the course is undergone, to date from the 
completion of course. 

4. — In cases where the Admiralty are satisfied that owing 
to active employment in his profession, or to long service 
abroad, an officer has been unable to put in his drill with 
annual regularity, he will, on obtaining a Test Certificate 
within four years from the termination of the year in which 
he last obtained a Test Certificate, be allowed to draw his 
training fees for back years. 

5. — If he fails to perform his drill and obtain a Test 
Certificate within such period, all training fees for that 
period, not already earned by a Test Certificate, will be 
forfeited, and he will, if he eventually obtains a Test 
Certificate, only be entitled to draw his fee for the then 
current year. 

6. — Officers undergoing further service in the Fleet under 
Article 66 will not be paid training fees in respect of the 
years during which they are so employed. Proportionate 
parts of the annual fee will be stopped for broken periods of 
a year. 

7. — Officers called upon by Notice (R.V. 053) to serve in 
the Royal Navy at time of mobilisation, will not be paid 
training fees in respect of the time during which they are so 
employed. They will be considered as serving from the date 
on which Navy pay accrues to them, and proportionate parts 
of the annual fee will be stopped for broken periods of 
a year.

And whereas we are of opinion that the importance and 
the nature and extent of the duties and responsibilities of this 
Officer's appointment justify the award of special remuneration 
in addition to full pay : 

We beg leave himibly to recommend that Your Majesty 
may be graciously pleased by Your Order in Council to direct 
payment of an allowance at the rate of 58, a day to be made to 
the Officer as from the date on which he joined the ship, and 
to his successors in that or any other ship which may be 
selected for the same service. 

The Lords Commissioners of Your Majesty's Treasury 
have signified their concurrence in this proposal.

NAVAL SAVINGS BANKS— REVISED 
REGULATIONS, &o. 

Provisionally approved. 

Whereas by Orders in Council of Her late Majesty bearing 
date the 10th November 1866, 2nd March 1881, 10th March 
1882, and 30th June 1890, the establishment was authorised 
under the " Naval Savings Bank Act, 1866,'* of Naval Savings 
Banks on board Your Majesty's Ships, at the Headquarters of 
the Royal Marine Divisions, and at such of Your Majesty's 
Naval Establishments on shore as we might think desirable, 
and sanction was given to the issue of such regulations for 
the proper management of the same as were from time to 
time fo\md necessary ; 

And whereas under the said Orders in Council the rates 
of interest were fixed at 3f per cent, simple interest per 
annum on all deposits in the banks established on board Your 
Majesty's Ships, and at 2i per cent, compound per annum on 
every complete pound invested in the banks established at 
the Royal Marine Divisions and Naval Establishments on 
shore ; 

And whereas we are of opinion that, in view of the reduced 
value of such deposits to Your Majesty's Government, it is no 
longer practicable to continue the payment of interest at the 
present rate on deposits in the Banks instituted on board 
Your Majesty's Ships, and that such rate should therefore be 
assimilated to that authorised on deposits in the Banks 
instituted at the Royal Marine Divisions and Naval Establish- 
ments on shore ; 

And whereas we have been advised that regulations made 
under Section 5 of the "Naval Savings Bank Act, 1866," 
should be authorised directly by Your Majesty's Order in 
Council, and covering sanction is therefore necessary to the 
regulations issued indirectly in accordance with the Orders 
in Coimcil of Her late Majesty dated 2nd March 1881 and 
10th March 1882 for the administration of the Banks at the 
Royal Marine Divisions and Your Majesty's Naval Establish- 
ments on shore ; 

And whereas we consider it desirable in certain minor 
details further to revise the administration of the Naval 
Savings Banks on shore and on board Your Majesty's Ships ; 

We beg leave humbly to recommend that in pursuance of 
the Act aforesaid Your Majesty may be graciously pleased by

Admiralty Orders in Council. No. 147 

Your Order in Council to direct that the rate of interest 
payable on all deposits in new accounts opened in Banks 
instituted in any of Your Majesty *s Ships that may be com- 
missioned on or after the 1st January 1907 shall be fixed at 
£2 lOs. Od. per cent, compound per annum on every complete 
pound invested, and that the regulations established under 
the Orders of Her late Majesty in Council dated 2nd March 
1881, 10th March 1882, and 30th June 1890 maybe cancelled, 
and the regulations, copies of which are appended hereto, 
substituted for the same, and that this Order may have 
retrospective effect, as necessary to sanction the regulations 
issued from time to time for the management of the Banks 
at the Royal Marine Divisions and at Your Majesty's Naval 
Establishments. 

The Lords Commissioners of Your Majesty*8 Treasuiy 
have signified their concurrence in these proposals. 

Regulations for the Conduct of Naval Savings Banks 
on Board H.M. Ships. 

General Supervision. 

1. The general supervision of the Bank will be vested in 
the Commanding Officer. 

Manager of Bank. 

2. The Paymaster will be regarded as the Manager of the 
Bank. 

When Bank to be opened. 

3. The Bank is to be open for the receipt and withdrawal 
of deposits on the days when monthly advances are pafd, 
and in any month in which advances are not required the 
Commanding Officer shall appoint a day when the Bank shall 
be open. 

Witness to transactions. 

4. The Commanding Officer shall appoint a Commissioned 
Officer to attend personally and witness the receipts and 
payments. 

Deposits. 

5. No sum less than one shilling is to be received, nor 
any fractional part of a shilling. 
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Pass Book. 

6. Each Depositor on making his first deposit sliall be 
furnished by the Paymaster, for retention in the Depositor's 
own custody, with a Pass Book, in which shall be entered at 
the time of receipt or payment the several sums deposited or 
withdrawn, such entries to be verified by the initials of the 
Paymaster, and the officer appointed to witness the transac- 
tions under Sec. 4 ; the Pass Book shall bear on the outside 
of the cover the official or regimental number of the Depositor. 

On closing his account each Depositor shall surrender his 
Pass Book, which shall be forwarded to the Accountant- 
General of the Navy with the Withdrawal List on which the 
closing transaction appears. 

7. Should a Depositor lose his Pass Book the Commanding 
Officer may direct that' he be supplied with a fresh Book, on 
which the word " Duplicate " is to be written. 

Deposit List, 

8. At the time of the receipt of the amounts deposited, 
the Paymaster shall prepare a list of the same, to which is to 
be appended a certificate to be signed by him, that the sums 
deposited have been credited in the Ledger Accounts and 
Pass Books, and the total amount received debited in his 
Cash Account. A certificate to be signed by the witnessing 
officer appointed under Sec. 4 shall also be appended to the 
effect that the amounts shown on the list were deposited 
in his presence. The list is then to be forwarded to the 
Accoxmtant-Greneral of the Navy. 

Withdrawals. 

9. A Depositor Avishing to withdraw the whole or any 
portion of his deposits shall give to the Paymaster seven 
days' notice prior to the next day for opening the Bank, in 
order that the necessary arrangements may be made. 

10. Payment may, however, be made forthwith if the 
Commanding Officer is satisfied of the urgency of the case, 
and that the immediate withdrawal of the deposit would be 
for the advantage of the Depositor. 

11. A Depositor withdrawing any sum cannot be permitted 
to re-invest it, or any part of it, the same day. 

12. Interest is only payable when the total amount deposited 
is withdrawn. 

13. No fractional part of a shilling may be withdrawn 
except when the Depositor's account is closed, and the interest 
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is paid ; nor in the latter case is any fractional part of a penny 
to be paid. 

Withdrawal List 

14. At the time of the payment of the amounts withdra\vn 
the Paymaster shall prepare a list of the same, to which is to 
he appended a certificate to be signed by him, that the sums 
withdrawn have been debited in the Ledger Accounts and 
Pass Books, and the total amount credited in his Cash 
Account. A certificate to be signed by the witnessing officer 
appointed under Sec. 4 shall also be appended to the effect 
that the several sums withdrawn have been paid in his 
presence. The list is then to be forwarded to the Accountant- 
General of the Navy. 

Depositors transferred, 

15. When a Depositor is transferred from one ship to 
another, or if a Marine, from a Ship to Quarters, his account 
shall 1)0 closed on board the Ship he leaves, and unless he 
requires to withdraw his deposits, as provided by Sec. 10 
of these regulations, it shall be re-opened on board the Ship 
or at the Quarters he joins, by a Transfer List showing the 
balance and interest due to him. 

16. The Transfer List shall be made out and signed by 
the Paymaster and two copies made thereof. The original 
Transfer I^ist, with the Depositor's Ledger Account, shall be 
sent to the Accountant-General of the Navy; the duplicate 
list shall be sent to the Ship or Quarters to which he may be 
transferred, and the triplicate list shall be retained on board 
the Ship issuing the Transfer List. 

Depositors discharged or promoted, 

17. On a Depositor being discharged the Service, or 
ceasing by promotion to be eligible to continue a Depositor, 
no further interest shall accrue on his deposits, but his 
account shall be closed, and he may either receive his money 
from a Paymaster, or have the same transferred for invest- 
ment in a Post Office Savings Bank, or assigned for payment 
at the Admiralty Office. 

Depositors sent to Hospital, 

18. On a Depositor being sent to Hospital a Transfer List 
as provided for in Sec. 16 shall be sent with him, to be 
forwarded with his Pay Docimients (should he be invalided)

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to the Accountant-General of the Navy, or to the Ship the 
Depositor may join on his arrival home ; the original of such 
list is to be sent in the usual manner to the Accountaut- 
General of the Navy, but the Dei>ositor's Ledger Account 
need not be sent, until it is known that the Depositor will not 
return to the Ship, when it is to be forwarded with a notation 
thereon showing the man's disposal. 

19. The transaction is to be shown as an ordinary transfer 
issued in column 5 of the Abstract Account ; and should a 
Depositor whose account is so transferred rejoin his Ship, the 
Transfer List is to be returned to him, and the amoimt of 
principal thereon is fo be entered on the date of rejoining as 
a transfer received in column 3 of the Abstract Account. 

Depositors dying. 

20. On the death of a Depositor no further interest shall 
accrue on his deposits, but his account shall be closed and 
transferred, with his Pass Book, to the Accountant-General 
of the Navy, for settlement with his representatives. The 
amount is not to appear in the Paymaster's Cash Account, 
nor to be inserted in Form S. 46 (late S. 54), " Accoimts of 
Dead and Run Men." 

Transfers to Shore Bayiks. 

21. A Depositor, while continuing in the Service, may 
have his account transferred to a Shore Bank, i.e., a Dockyard 
or Divisional Bank, for the purpose of investment. In such 
case the procedure sliown under Sec. 16 shall be followed — 
the original Transfer List with the Depositor's Ledger Account 
being sent to the Accountant-General of the Navy, duplicate 
list to the Shore Bank, and a triplicate list retained on board. 

lyiterest. 

22. Interest at the rate of £2 10^. per cent, per annum 
shall be allowed to Depositors on every complete pound 
deposited, such interest to commence on the first day of the 
month when the deposit is made during the first ten days of 
a month, and on the first of the following month on a deposit 
made during the remaining portion of a month ; when the 
whole or any portion of the amount deposited is repaid, 
interest on the sum withdrawn is to close with the last day 
of the month preceding that in which the payment is made. 
On the 31st March in each year the interest due to each 
Depositor shall be computed, and so much of it as consists of 
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entire jKJunds and shillings shall be added to the principal of 
each account ; any fractional part of a shilling shall remain 
as interest to be added to that subsequently accruing. The 
amounts carried over to principal shall be entered in the Pass 
Books of the respective Depositors, duly initialled by the 
Paymaster and verified by the initials of the witnessing 
oflBcer appointed under Sec. 4. 

The total amount of interest added to principal shall be 
credited in the Cash Account as a payment on account of 
interest and debited as a receipt on account of deposits and 
inserted in column 2 of the Abstract Accoimt. 

This regulation shall apply, however, only to new accounts 
in ships commissioned on and after the 1st January 1907 and 
to Depositors who, having opened such new accounts, may be 
subsequently transferred. Interest on accounts in Ships 
commissioned before that date, and on accounts transferred 
from such Ships, shall be calculated at the rate of £3 15^. per 
cent, per annum, but such interest is not to be added annually 
to principal, and shall only be paid to the Depositor when the 
whole balance is withdrawn. 

Bank Ledger, 

23. A Ledger shall be kept by the Paymaster, and secured 
under lock and key, in which are to be entered the several 
sums debited or credited to the account of each Depositor. 

Abstract Account, 

24. The Paymaster shall keep an Abstract Account for the 
deposits, withdrawals, and transfers, and regularly post 
therein, in order of date, the totals of the respective lists, and 
also the interest paid to Depositors. An extract from such 
Abstract Account shall be prepared monthly, showing the 
transactions and the particulars of transfers received from 
other banks during the period and forwarded to the 
Accountant-General of the Navy ; if no transactions should 
take place during any such period a ** Nil^'' return is to be 
forwarded. 

Entries in Pass Books and Ledger Accounts. 

25. All amounts received (whether by transfer or in cash) 
during the first ten days of a month, shall be entered to the 
credit of the Depositor in his Pass Book on the day when 
received, but under date in the Ledger Account^ for interest

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purposes, from the firet day of that month, and all amounts 
received from the eleventh to the last day of the month (both 
inclusive) are to be entered in the Pass Book on the day when 
received, but under date in the ledger, for interest purposes, 
from the first day of the succeeding month. 

26. In like manner all amounts withdrawn during a month 
shall be entered in the Pass Book, to the debit of a Depositor 
on the day when withdrawn, but imder date in the ledger, 
for interest purposes, from the first day of that month. 

Transfers from Shore Banks, 

27. Interest on an account transferred for investment from 
a Shore Bank to a Ship Bank, shall be extended from the date 
to which the interest was calculated on the Transfer List, at 
the rate of £2 10s. per cent, per annum, to the date when 
interest commences in the Ship Bank. 

28. Where an amount to the credit of a Depositor in a Shore 
Bank is transferred to a Ship for payment, the same shall be 
brought to account in column 3 of the Abstract Account as a 
transfer received, and in column 4 as a wthdrawal. When 
the whole account is transferred the interest paid shall be 
shown in column 7 ; such amounts are not to be passed 
through the Savings Bank Ledger ; the payment is to be 
shown on a Withdrawal List, and the Transfer List received 
from the Shore Bank shall be attached thereto as a voucher. 

Interest on an amount transferred for payment shall also 
be extended, at the rate of £2 lO^. per cent, per annum, from 
the date to which interest was calculated on the Transfer List, 
to the last day of the month preceding that in which the 
payment is made. 

Annual Schedule of Balances and Interests 

29. A Schedule shall be prepared from the Ledger of the 
balances and interest due to each Depositor on the 31st March 
in each year and also the amounts of interest added to 
principal on that date. The Schedule shall be prepared by 
the Paymaster and shall be signed by him and also by a 
Commissioned Officer (to be appointed by the Commanding 
Officer), who shall compare the amounts entered thereon 
with the amounts standing to each Depositor's credit in the 
Savings Bank Ledger, and append a certificate that such 
comparison has been made. The Schedule shall be forwarded 
as soon as practicable afterwards to the Accountant-General 
of the Navy. 
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Supersession of Paymaster, 

30. Whenever a Paymaster is superseded, he shall transmit 
to the Accountant-General of the Navy an Abstract Accoxmt 
for the whole period of his charge, in the same form as 
rendered when a Ship is paid ofiE. The balance of such 
accoimt shall be verified by comparison with a Schedide, to 
be prepared from the Savings Bank Ledger, of the amounts 
due to the Depositors. 

31. The preparation of this Schedule shall be superintended 
by a Commissioned Officer, to be appointed by the Commanding 
Officer ; such officer shall also require the production of the 
Depositors' Pass Books, and compare in each case the balance 
shown as due, with the amount standing to the Depositors' 
credit in his Pass Book, and in the Savings Bank Ledger, 
previously to signing the certificate at the foot of the 
Schedule, which is also to be forwarded to the Accountant- 
General of the Navy. 

Pay off. 

32. When a Ship is paid off, all Depositors may have their 
principal and interest, or any part of the same — 

(1) Paid in cash by the Paymaster in the presence of the 

Commanding Officer, at the time the crew are paid 
their wages. 

(2) Remitted for payment at their own homes on Form 

S. 66. 

(3) Transferred to a Receiving Ship or Naval Barracks or 

a Dockyard Bank (in the case of Seamen) or a Marine 
Bank (in the case of Marines) for payment. 

(4) Transferred to a Dockyard Bank (in the case of Con- 

tinuous Service Seamen) or a Marine Bank (in the 
case of Marines) for the purpose of continuing the 
investment. 

(5) Assigned for payment at the Admiralty Office. 

(6) Transferred to the Accountant-General of the Navy 

for investment in a Post Office Savings Bank, on 
the distinct understanding, however, that it is not 
with a view of Depositors shortly withdrawing the 
amounts so transferred. 

33. The amoimts remitted on Form S. 66 are first to be 
treated as withdrawals from the bank, and entered in the 
Withdrawal List, the Paymaster crediting himself with the 
amounts. 
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34. In the case of a Ship paid ofiE abroad, the account of 
any Depositor whose time is not expired, or who volunteers 
for the new commission, or for any other Ship on the station, 
shall, subject to his general liberty of withdrawal and liberty 
of investment under the above provisions, be transferred to 
the Ship he joins. 

35. When a Ship is ordered to be paid off, a notice shall 
be posted in some conspicuous place on board, calling the 
attention of Depositors to the several alternatives open to 
them. 

36. After ascertaining the wishes of the Depositors the 
Paymaster shall close the Ledger Accounts, make out the 
requisite Transfer Lists, prepare the final Withdrawal List, 
and after insertion of the several transactions in the Abstract 
Account, balance the same, taking care that the total of 
principal in the final Withdrawal List agrees with the 
aggregate balance of the same appearing due in the Abstract 
Account. 

37. The sums then due to the Depositors, as scheduled in 
the final Withdrawal List for payment in cash, shall be paid 
in the presence of the Commanding Officer at the time the 
Ship's Company are paid their wages. 

38. Should a Depositor fail to present himself to receive 
the amount due to him at the pay off, a Transfer List assigning 
the amount due for payment by the Accountant-General of 
the Navy shall be made out and transmitted with the final 
Withdrawal List. 

39. The final Withdrawal List, the Abstract Account, and 
the ledger, with all other Savings Bank documents on board, 
shall then be sent to the Accountant-General of the Navy. 

Transfers to Post Office Savings Bank. 

40. As regards transfers to the Post Office Savings Bank 
(which are to be effected for the purpose only of continuing 
the investment of Depositors' money), the Paymaster shall 
send to the Accountant-General of the Navy a list of the 
amounts to be so invested, accompanied by a declaration 
from each Depositor in the Form prescribed by the Postmaster- 
General. 

Ledger Accounts. 

41. All Depositors' accounts closed either by withdrawal 
or transfer shall be removed from the ledger and sent to the 
Accountant-General of the Navy with the Withdra,wal or 
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Duplicate Transfer Lists in which the balances withdrawn 
or transferred respectively appear, observing that these direc- 
tions do not apply to the final Withdrawal List, which is to 
be accompanied by the ledger itself. 

Desei^ters' Accounts. 

42. Interest on the balance of deposits due to a deserter 
shall cease on the last day of the month preceding that in 
which the desertion occurs. 

In the event of a deserter being subsequently recovered 
interest on the balance of deposits due on his account shall 
reconunence on the first day of the month following the date 
o£ recovery. 

All unpaid accounts of deserters shall be transferred, at 
the close of the Commission, to the Accountant-General of 
the Navy. 

Transfers to Admiralty. 

43. When a Depositor's account is assigned for payment 
at the Admiralty, the Transfer List shall be prepared in 
duplicate only, the original list being sent direct to the 
Accountant-General of the Navy and the Ship's copy being 
retained on board. 

Home Station Ships having no Bank. 

44. In Home Station Ships having no bank on board (to 
which the foreging regulations do not apply) the following 
Rules shall be observed : — 

(a) When Depositors' accounts are transferred for payment 
the Paymaster shall at the time of payment prepare 
a Withdrawal List, to which shall be appended a 
certificate to be signed by him, that the amounts 
have been duly paid. The payments shall be 
witnessed by a Commissioned OflScer, to be ap- 
pointed by the Commanding Officer, who shall 
initial the entries of the transactions in the 
Depositors' Pass Books. The signatures of the 
Depositors shall be obtained on the Withdrawal 
List as receipts for the amounts entered against 
their names. 

{])) In any case where a Depositor's Pass Book cannot 
be produced, payment shall not be made without 
authority from the Accountant-General of the Navy, 
to whom information of the circmnstances shall be 
reported. 
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(c) The Withdrawal List is to be sent, with the Transfer 

Lists attached thereto, and the Depositors' Pass 
Books, to the Accountant-General of the Navy. 

(d) Should any Depositor whose account may be so trans- 

ferred not apply for his money within two months 
after the receipt on board of the Transfer List, such 
list shall be forwarded to the Accountant-General 
of the Navy, with a notation of the circumstances 
thereon. 

{e) In any case where it is known on board that a Depositor 
for whom a Transfer List has been received has 
proceeded to another Ship, such Transfer List, or 
where several names are included in the same list, 
an extract from such list shall be forwarded to the 
Ship which the man has joined. 

(/) In any case where a Depositor applies for payment of 
his account and a IVansfer List for the same has 
not been received, information of the circumstances 
shall be reported to the Accoimtant-General of the 
Navy, who will issue an authority for payment, if 
practicable. 

ig) In the event of the Admiralty portion or Ship's (tripli- 
cate) copy of a Transfer List being received on 
board, payment shall not be made, but the list in 
question shall be forwarded to the Accoimtant- 
General of the Navy with a report as to the 
circumstances of its receipt. 

Qi) Interest on an account transferred for payment is, 
where necessary, to be extended from the date to 
which the interest was calculated on the Transfer 
List, to the last day of the month preceding the 
date of payment. 

Cash Voucher. 

45. A voucher in which the amounts received and paid 
during a month shall be respectively shown shall accompany 
the Paymaster's Cash Account. 

Transaction not to appear in Pay Documents or Ships^ Books, 

46. No transaction arising out of the business of Naval 
Savings Banks shall be shown in any way in the Depositors' 
Pay Documents or the Ships' Books, but the records of the 
same shall be kept perfectly distinct and disconnected from 
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all other accounts, excepting only the Paymaster's Cash 
Accounts, in which shall be debited and credited respectively 
the amounts deposited and withdrawn on board ship. 

Mutual Benefit Societies. 

47. The funds of Mutual Benefit Societies formed on 
board H.M. Ships may be invested in the Naval Savings 
Banks subject to the following rules : — 

1. The Admiralty will in no way be responsible in regard 

to the management of the affairs of the Society, its 
stability, or the distribution of its funds. 

2. Deposits will be received from a Society composed only 

of Petty Officers and Seamen of the Koyal Navy, and 
Non-Commissioned Officers and Privates of the Royal 
Marines. 

3. Such Society must be approved of by the Commanding 

Officer of the Ship, and have a duly elected Secretary 
or other responsible Officers and Committee, a list 
of whom shall be deposited in the hands of the 
Paymaster. 

4. The bank business connected with the Society will be 

transacted with the Secretary or other Officer direct, 
who with the Committee will be answerable to the 
members of the Society for the due administration of 
the funds. 

5. An account shall be opened in the Naval Savings 

Bank Ledger on board bearing the title of the 
Society, viz. : — " Mutual Benefit Society of H.M.S. 

," in which shall be posted all 
receipts and payments in connection with the Society. 

6. No amount less than one pound sterling nor any frac- 

tional part of a i)ound sterling shall be received into, 
or wi^drawn from, the bank on account of the 
Society. 

7. This Trust Fund Account shall be kept entirely distinct 

from any personal account of the Officer in whose 
name the deposits are made on behalf of the Society. 

8. Withdrawals shall be made on written requisitions 

signed by two members of the Committee, such 
requisitions shall contain a form of receipt for the 
amount withdrawn. 

9. The receipts for the amounts withdrawn shall be signed 

by the Secretary or other representative Officer.

Deposits and Withdrawals are to be entered by the 
Paymaster in the ordinary Deposit and Withdrawal 
Lists (Forms S. 475 and S. 477) amongst those of other 
Depositors, the title of the Society being inserted in 
the space provided for the Depositor's name. 

The authorities mentioned in Clause 8, under which 
payments are made to the Secretary or other represen- 
tative Officer, are to be appended to the Withdrawal 
Lists as vouchers.

Articles 410 to 423, Cashier's Instructions. 

(1) Naval Savings Banks are established in His Majesty's 
Dockyards at Chatham, Sheerness, Portsmouth, and Devonport, 
for the receipt of deposits from seamen of the Royal Navy in 
pursuance of "The Naval Savings Bank Act, 1866,'* and 
Order in CJouncil of the 2nd March 1881. 

The Cashier is regarded as the Manager of the bank, and 
its general supervision is to be vested in the superintendent. 

(2) The bank is to be open for the receipt and withdrawal 
of deposits every day between the hours of 10 a.m. and 3 p.m. 
except on Saturdays, when it will close at noon. It will be 
closed on Sundays and public holidays, and on days when the 
Yard is closed. 

(3) No sum less than one shilling is to be received, nor any 
fractional part of a shilling. Subject to this the Cashier is to 
receive from any person, other than a Marine, entitled under 
the Act to be a Depositor in the Naval Savings Bank, any sum 
of money tendered or remitted for deposit. 

(4) Every Depositor is to be furnished with an acknowledg- 
ment of his having opened an account, and this should be 
produced whenever he appears personally at the bank, and 
previously to any withdrawals under Article 8, If the account 
is opened by cash personally tendered, the acknowledgment 
is to be handed to him by the Cashier ; if by means of allot- 
ment or remittance, it is to be transmitted to him through the 
Commanding Officer of his ship.

CHAPLAINS, R.N.— SHORT SERVICE SYSTEM

day of October 1903 a system of short service was instituted 
for Chaplains in Your Majesty's Navy :

ALLOWANCES, &c. 

Adaptation of Naval and R.N.R. Regulations. 

Whereas it is desirable to modify in certain respects the 
existing Regulations of Your Majesty's Navy and tiie Royal 
Naval Reserve so as to make them applicable as may be 
requisite to — 

(1) the Ofl&cers of the Australasian Branch of the Royal 
Naval Reserve, and 
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(2) -the crews of certain ships to be manned by Australian 
or New Zealand men under the terms of the Naval 
Agreement entered into in the year 1903 between 
Your Majesty*s Grovemment and the Governments 
of the Commonwealth of Australia and of New 
Zealand respectively, and to enable special payment 
to be made to these officers and men ; 

We beg leave humbly to recommend that Your Majesty 
may be graciously pleased by Your Order in Coimcil to 
sanction the allowances and gratuities as set forth below, the 
sjrstem of payment to be . determined by us in consultation 
with Your Majesty's Treasury : — 

I. Officers of the Reserve, when called out for actual 
service in the Royal Navy, may be granted the 
following equipment allowances : — 

£ 
Lieutenants - - - 50 

Sub-lieutenants - - - 40 

When appointed for 12 months' training these officers 
are to receive half the above equipment allowances, 
but no further payment on account of equipment is 
to be made unless an officer who has received half 
the equipment allowance is called out for actual 
service, in which case he will receive the remaining 
half of the allowance. Sub-Lieutenants appointed 
Acting Lieutenants or promoted to Lieutenant while 
serving are to be entitled to the higher scale, but 
payments are to be so regulated as to ensure that the 
maximum amount receivable by an officer during his 
career will not exceed £50 in lie case of Lieutenants 
and £40 in that of Sub-Lieutenants. 

n. The following special allowances may be paid to the 
crews of the ships specified in the Agreement in 
addition to the ordinary Imperial rates of pay 
(Continuous Service) and the Imperial allowances 
for badges and gunnery and torpedo qualifications : — 
Boys, and all ratings under 18 years 

of age - - - - l5. a day. 

Ordinary Seamen, and Domestics 

over 18 years of age - - - 2«. „ 

All other ratings, including Petty 

Officers - - - - 3^. „ 

Men forming these crews may also be credited on entry 
with a combined Clothing and Bedding Gratuity of 
£6, to be raised to a sum not exceeding £10 in cases 
where we consider an increased gratuity desirable. 
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We beg leave further to recommend that in regard to the 
travelling expenses of the OEBcers of the Reserve die general 
Regulations of Your Majesty's Navy and the Royal Naval 
Reserve be varied with the sanction of Your Majesty's 
Treasury to suit the circumstances of the Australasian Branch 
of the Reserve.

NAVAL SAVINGS BANKS— (REVISED 
REGULATIONS, &o.). 

Finally approved. 

Whereas by Orders in Council of Her late Majesty bearing 
date the lOth November 1866, 2nd March 1881, 10th March 
1882, and 30th June 1890, the establishment was authorised 
under the '* Naval Savings Banks Act, 1866," of Naval Savings 
Banks on board Your Majesty's Ships, at the Headquarters 
of the Royal Marine Divisions, and at such of Your Majesty V 
Naval Establishments on shore as we might think desirable, 
and sanction was given to the issue of such regulations for the 
proper management of the same as were from time to time 
found necessary ; 

And whereas imder the said Orders in Council the rates of 
interest were fixed at 3f per cent, simple interest per anniun 
on all deposits in the banks established on board Your 
Majesty's Ships, and at 2i per cent, compound per annum on 
every complete pound invested in the banks established at the 
Royal Marine Divisions and Naval Establishments on shore ; 

And whereas we are of opinion that, in view of the reduced 
value of such deposits to Your Majesty's Government, it is no 
longer practicable to continue the payment of interest at the 
present rate on deposits in the Banks instituted on board Your 
Majesty's Ships, and that such rate should therefcwe be assimi- 
lated to that authorised on deposits in the Banks instituted 
at the Royal Marine Divisions and Naval Establishments on 
shore ; 

And whereas we have been advised that regulations made 
under Section 5 of the " Naval Savings Bank Act, 1866," should 
be authorised directly by Your Majesty's Order in Council, 
and covering sanction is .therefore necessary to the regulations 
issued indirectly in accordance with the Orders in Council of 
Her late Majesty dated 2nd March 1881 and 10th March 1882 
for the administration of the Banks at the Royal Marine 
Divisions and Your Majesty's Naval Establishments on shore ; 

And whereas we consider it desirable in certain minor 
details further to revise the administration of the Naval 
Savings Banks on shore and on board Your Majesty's Ships ; 

We beg leave humbly to recommend that in pursuance of 
the Act aforesaid Your Majesty may be graciously pleaded by 
Your Order in Council to direct that the rate of interest 
payable on all deposits in new accounts opened in Banks 
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instituted in any of Your Majesty's Sliips that may be com- 
missioned on or after the 1st January 1907 shall *be fixed at 
£2 lOs. Od. per cent, compound per annum on every complete 
pound invested, and that the regulations established under the 
Orders of Her late Majesty in Council dated 2nd March 1881, 
10th March 1882, and 30th June 1890 may be cancelled, and 
the regulations, copies of which are appended hereto, substi- 
tuted for the same, and that this Order may have retrospective 
effect, as necessary to sanction the regulations issued from 
time to time for the management of the banks at the Royal 
Marine Divisions at Your Majesty's Naval Establishments. 

The Lords Commissioners of Your Majesty's Treasury 
have signified their concurrence in these propceals. 

Regulations for the Conduct of Naval Savings Banks 
on board H.M. Ships. 

General Supervision. 

1. The general supervision of the Bank will be vested in 
the Commanding Officer. 

Manager of Bank, 

2. The Paymaster will be regarded as the Manager of the 
Bank. 

When Bank to he opened. 

3. The Bank is to be open for the receipt and withdrawal 
of deposits on the days when monthly advances are paid, 
and in any month in which advances are not required the 
Commanding Officer shall appoint a day when the Bank shall 
be open. 

Witness to Transactions. 

4. The Commanding Officer shall appoint a Commissioned 
Officer to attend personally and witness the receipts and 
payments. 

Deposits. 

5. No sum less than one shilling is to be received, nor any 
fractional part of a shilling. 

Pass Book. 

6. Each Depositor on making his first deposit shall be 
funuBhed by the Paymaster, for retention in the Depositor's 
own custody, with a Pass Book, in which shall be entered at 
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the time of receipt or payment the several sums deposited or 
withdrawn,' such entries to be verified by the initials of the 
Paymaster, and the officer appointed to witness the trans- 
actions under Section 4 ; the Pass Book shall bear on the 
outside of the cover the official or regimental number of the 
Depositor. 

On closing his account each Depositor shall surrender his 
Pass Book, which shall be forwarded to the Accountant-Greneral 
of the Navy with the Withdrawal List on which the closing 
transaction appears. 

7. Should a Depositor lose his Pass Book the Com- 
manding Officer may direct that he be supplied with a fresh 
Book, on which the word " Duplicate " is to be written. 

Deposit lAst. 

8. At the time of the receipt of the amoimts deposited, 
the Paymaster shall prepare a list of the same, to which is to 
be appended a certificate to be signed by him, that the sums 
deposited have been credited in the Ledger Accounts and 
Pass Books, and the total amount received debited in his Cash 
Account. A certificate to be signed by the witnessing officer 
appointed under Section 4 shall also be appended to the effect 
that the amounts shown on the list were deposited in his 
presence. The list is then to be forwarded to the Accountant- 
Greneral of the Navy. 

Withdrawals. 

9. A Depositor wishing to withdraw the whole or any 
portion of his deposits shall give to the Paymaster seven dajrs' 
notice prior to the next day for opening the bank, in order 
that the necessary arrangements may be made. 

10. Payment may, however, be made forthwith if the 
Commanding Officer is satisfied of the urgency of the case, 
and that the immediate withdrawal of the deposit would be 
for the advantage of the Depositor. 

11. A Depositor withdrawing any sum cannot be permitted 
to re-invest it, or any part of it, the same day. 

12. Interest is only payable when the total amount deposited 
is withdrawn. 

13. No fractional part of a shilling may be withdrawn 
except when the Depositor's account is closed, and the interest 
is paid ; nor in the latter case is any fractional part of a penny 
to be paid. 
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Withdrawal List. 

14. At the time of the payment of the amounts withdrawn 
the Paymaster shall prepare a list of the same, to which is to 
be appended a certificate to be signed by him, that the sums 
withdrawn have been debited in the Ledger Accounts and 
Pass Books, and the total amount credited in his Cash Account. 
A certificate to be signed by the witnessing officer appointed 
under Section 4 shall also be appended to the effect diat the 
several sums withdrawn have been paid in his presence. The 
list is then to be forwarded to the Accountant-General of the 
Navy. 

Depositors transferred. 

15. When a Depositor is transferred from one Ship to 
another, or if a Marine, from a Ship to Quarters, his account 
shall be closed on board the Ship he leaves, and imless he 
requires to withdraw his deposits, as provided by Section 10 
of these regulations, it shall be reopened on board the Ship 
or at the Quarters he joins, by a Transfer List showing the 
balance and interest due to him. 

16. The Transfer List shall be made out and signed by 
the Paymaster and two copies made thereof. The original 
Transfer List, with the Depositor's Ledger Account, shall be 
sent to the Accountant-General of the Navy; the duplicate 
list shall be sent to the Ship or Quarters to which he may be 
transferred, and the triplicate list shall be retained on board 
the ship issuing the Trsmsfer List. 

Depositors discharged or promoted. 

17. On a Depositor being discharged the Service, or 
ceasing by promotion to be eligible to continue a Depositor, 
no further interest shall accrue on his deposits, but his account 
shall be closed, and he may either receive his money from the 
Paymaster, or have the same transferred for investment in 
a Post Office Savings Bank, or assigned for payment at the 
Admiralty Office. 

Depositors sent to Hospital. 

18. On a Depositor being sent to hospital a Transfer List 
as provided for in Section 16 shall be sent with him, to be 
forwarded with his Pay Docimients (should he be invalided) 
to the Accountant-General of the Navy, or to the Ship the 
Depositor may join on his arrival home ; the original of such 
list is to be sent in the usual manner to the Accountant-General 
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of the Navy, but the Depositor's Ledger Account need not be 
sent, until it is known that the Depositor will not return to 
the Ship, when it is to be forwarded with a notation thereon 
showing the man's disposal. 

19. The transaction is to be shown as an ordinary transfer 
issued, in column 5 of the Abstract Account ; and should a 
Depositor whose accoxmt is so transferred rejoin his Ship, the 
Transfer List is to be returned with him, and the amount of 
principal thereon is to be entered on the date of rejoining as 
a transfer received in column 3 of the Abstract Account. 

Depositors dying. 

20. On the death of a Depositor no further interest shall 
accrue on his deposits, but his account shall be closed and 
transferred, with his Pass Book, to the Accountant-General 
of the Navy, for settlement with his representatives. The 
amount is not to appear in the Paymaster's Cash Accoimt, 
nor be inserted in Form S. 46 (late S. 54), " Accounts of Dead 
and Run Men." 

Transfers to Shore Banks. 

21. A Depositor, while continuing in the Service, may 
have his account transferred to a Shore Bank, i.e., a Dockyard 
or Divisional Bank, for the purpose of investment. In such 
case the procedure shown under Section 16 shall be followed — 
the original Transfer List with the Depositor's Ledger Account 
being sent to the Accountant-General of the Navy, duplicate 
list to the Shore Bank, and a triplicate list retained on board. 

Interest. 

22. Interest at the rate of £2 10s. per cent, per annum 
shall be allowed to Depositors on every complete pound 
deposited, such interest to commence on the first day of the 
month when the deposit is made during the first ten days 
of a month, and on the first of the following month on a 
deposit made during the remaining portion of a month; 
when the whole or any portion of the amount deposited is 
repaid, interest on the sum withdrawn is to close with the 
last day of the month preceding that in which the pay- 
ment is made. On the 31st March in each year the interest 
due to each Depositor shall be computed, and so much of it as 
consists of entire pounds and shillings shall be added to the 
principal of each account ; any fractional part of a shilling 
shall remain as interest to be added to that subsequently- 
accruing. The amounts carried over to principal shall be 
entered in the Pass Books of the respective Depositors, duly 
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initialled by the Paymaster and verified by the initials of the 
witnessing officer appointed under Section 4. 

The total amount of interest added to principal shall be 
credited in the Cash Account as a payment on account of 
interest and debited as a receipt on account of deposits and 
inserted in column 2 of the Abstract Account. 

This regulation shall apply, however, only to new accoimts 
in Ships Commissioned on and after die 1st January 1907 
and to Depositors who, having opened such new accounts, 
may be subsequently transferred. Interest on accounts in 
Ships Commissioned before that date, and on accounts trans- 
ferred from such Ships, shall be calculated at the rate of 
£3 15s. per cent, per annum, but such interest is not to be 
added annually to principal and shall only be paid to the 
Depositor when the whole balance is withdrawn. 

Bank Ledger, 

23. A ledger shall be kept by the Paymaster, and secured 
under lock and key, in which are to be entered the several 
sums debited or credited to the account of each Depositor. 

Abstract Account. 

24. The Paymaster shall keep an Abstract Account of the 
deposits, withdrawals, and transfers, and regularly post therein, 
in order of date, the totals of the respective lists and also the 
interest paid to Depositors. An extract from such Abstract 
Account shall be prepared monthly, showing the transactions 
and the particulars of transfers received from other banks 
during the period and forwarded to the Aceountant-Greneral 
of the Navy ; if no transactions should take place during any 
such period a " Nil " return is to be forwarded. 

Entries in Pa^ Books and Ledger Accounts. 

25. All amounts received (whether by transfer or in cash) 
during the first ten days of a month shall be entered to the 
credit of the Depositor in his Pass Book on the day when 
received, but imder date in the Ledger Account, for interest 
purposes, from the first day of that month, and all amounts 
received from the eleventh to the last day of the month (both 
inclusive) are to be entered in the Pass Book on the day 
when received, but under date in the ledger, for interest 
purposes, from the first day of the succeeding month. 

26. In like manner all amounts withdrawn during a 
month shall be entered in the Pass Book, to the debit of a 
Depositor on the day when withdrawn, but under date in the 
ledger for interest purposes, from the first day of that month.

Transfers from Shore Banks. 

27. Interest on an account transferred for investment from 
a Shore Bank to a Ship Bank shall be extended from the 
date to which the interest was calculated on the Transfer 
List, at the rate of £2 10s. per cent, per annum, to the date 
when interest commences in the Ship Bank. 

28. Where an amount to the credit of a Depositor in a 
Shore Bank is transferred to a Ship for payment, the same 
shall be brought to account in column 3 of the Abstract 
Account as a transfer received, and in column 4 as a with- 
drawal. When the whole account is transferred the interest 
paid shall be shown in colunm 7 ; such amounts are not to 
be passed through the Savings Bank Ledger ; the payment is 
to be shown on a Withdrawal List, and the Transfer List 
received from the Shore Bank shall be attached thereto as 
a voucher. 

Literest on an amount transferred for payment shall also 
be extended at the rate of £2 lOs. per cent, per annum, from 
the date to which interest was calculated on die Transfer List, 
to the last day of the month preceding that in which the 
payment is made. 

Annual Schedule of Balances and Interest. 

29. A Schedule shall be prepared from the ledger of the 
balances and interest due to each Depositor on the 31st March 
in each year and also the amounts of interest added to principal 
on that date. The Schedule shall be prepared by the Pay- 
master and shall be signed by him and ako by a Commissioned 
Officer (to be appointed by the Commanding Officer), who 
shall compare the amounts entered thereon with the amounts 
standing to each Depositor's credit in the Savings Bank 
Ledger, and append a certificate that such comparison has 
been made. The Schedule shall be forwarded, as soon as 
practicable afterwards, to the Accountant-General of the 
Navy. 

Supersession of Paymaster. 

30. Whenever a Paymaster is superseded, he shall 
transmit to the Accountant-General of the Navy an Abstract 
Account for the whole period of his charge, in the same 
form as rendered when a Ship is paid ofiF. The balance of 
such account shall be verified by comparison with a Schedule 
to be prepared from the Savings Bank Ledger, of the amounts 
due to the Depositors. 
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31. The preparation of this Schedule shall be super- 
intended by a Commissioned Officer, to be appointed by the 
Commanding OflScer; such Officer shall also require the 
production of the Depositors' Pass Books, and compare in 
each case the balance shown as due, with the amount standing 
to the Depositors' credit in his Pass Book, and in the Savings 
Bank Ledger, previously to signing the certificate at the 
foot of the Schedule, which is also to be forwarded to the 
Accountant-General of the Navy. 

Payoff. 

32. When a ship is paid off, all Depositors may have 
their Principal and Interest, or any part of the same — 

(1) Paid in cash by the Paymaster in the presence of the 

Commanding Officer, at the time the Crew are 
paid their wages. 

(2) Remitted for payment at their own homes on Form 

S. 66. 

(3) Transferred to a Receiving ship or Naval Barracks or 

a Dockyard Bank (in the case of Seamen) or a 
Marine Bank (in the case of Marines) for payment. 

(4) Transferred to a Dockyard Bank (in the case of 

continuous Service Seamen) or a Marine Bank (in 
the case of Marines) for the purpose of continuing 
the investment. 

(5) Assigned for payment at the Admiralty Office. 

(6) Transferred to the Accountant-General of the Navy

Mutual Benefit Societies. 

47. The Funds of Mutual Benefit Societies formed on 
board H.M. Ships may be invested in the Naval Savings

1. The Admiralty wiU in no way be responsible in regard 
to the management of the affairs of the Society, its 
stability, or the distribution of its Funds. 
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2. Deposits will be received from a Society composed only 

of Petty Officers and Seamen of the Royal Navy, and 
Non-Commissioned Officers and Privates of the Royal 
Marines. 

3. Such Society must be approved of by the Commanding

5. An Account shall be opened in the Naval Savings 

Bank Ledger on board bearing the title of the 

Society, viz. : — " Mutual Benefit Society of H.M.S. 

," in which shall be posted all 

receipts and payments in connection with the Society. 

6. No amoimt less than One pound sterling nor any 

fractional part of a pound sterling shall be received 
into, or withdrawn from, the Bank on account of the 
Society. 

7. This Trust Fund Account shall be kept entirely 

distinct from any personal Account of the Officer in 
whose name the deposits are made on behalf of the 
Society. 

8. Withdrawals shall be made on written requisitions 

signed by two Members of the Committee, such 
requisitions shall contain a form of receipt for the 
amount withdrawn. 

9. The receipts for the amounts withdrawn shall be 

signed by the Secretary or other representative 
Officer. 

10. Deposits and Withdrawals are to be entered by the 
Paymaster in the ordinary Deposit and Withdrawal 
lists (Forms S. 475 and S. 477) amongst those of other 
depositors, the title of the Society being inserted in 
the space provided for the depositor's name. 

11. The authorities mentioned in Clause 8, imder which 
payments are made to the Secretary or other repre- 
sentative Officer, are to be appended to the withdrawal 
Lists as Vouchers. 
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Regulations for the Conduct of Naval Savings Banks 
in H.M. Dockyards. 

Articles 410 to 423, Cashier's Instructions. 

(1) Naval Savings Banks are established in His Majesty s 
Dockyards at Chatham, Sheerness, Portsmouth, and Devon- 
port for the receipt of deposits from seamen of the Royal 
Navy in pursuance of ** The Naval Savings Bank Act, 1866," 
and Order in Council of the 2nd March 1881. 

The Cashier is regarded as the Manager of the bank, and 
its general supervision is to be vested in the superintendent. 

(2) The bank is to be open for the receipt and virithdrawal 
of deposits every day between the hours of 10 a.m. and 3 p.m.

DOCKYARD PORT OF BEREHAVEN. 
Amended Regulations. 

Whereas by the Dockyard Ports Regulation Act, 1865, it is 
enacted that it shall be lawful for His Majesty in Council 
from time to time, by Order in Council, to define the limits 
of a Dockyard Port for the purposes of that Act, and to make 
Regulations in relation to any Dockyard Port for all or any 
of the purposes in the said Act particularly mentioned, and 
for such other purposes as from time to time seem necessary, 
with a view to the proper protection of His Majesty's vessels, 
dockyards, or property, or to the requirements of His 
Majesty's Naval Service : 

And whereas in pursuance of the said Act certain 
Regulations and Rules were made by Order in Council, 
dated the 26th day of September 1901, with reference to the 
Dockyard Port of Berehaven : 

And whereas it appears expedient that the Regulations 
and Rules before-mentioned should be amended : 

And whereas the provisions of Section one of the Rules 
Publication Act, 1893, have been complied with : 

Now, therefore. His Majesty, by virtue of the powers in 
this behalf by the said Act or otherwise in Him vested, is 
pleased, on the recommendation of the Admiralty, by and 
with the advice of His Privy Council, to order, and it is 
hereby ordered, as follows : — 

Preliminary. 

1. This Order shall take effect from the date hereof. 

2. On this Order taking effect the before-mentioned Order 
in Council of the 26th day of September 1901 shall cease to 
operate, and in lieu thereof the Rules and Regulations set 
forth in the Schedule to this Order are hereby made and shall 
have effect in relation to the Dockyard Port of Berehaven. 

3. In this Order, unless the context shall otherwise 
require, the terms ** Vessel," "Master," and "Justice" shall 
have the same meaning as in the said Dockyard Ports 
Regulation Act, and the term "the said Dockyard Port" 
shall mean the Dockyard Port of Berehaven, as described in 
paragraph 4 hereof. 
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Dockyard Port of Berehaven. 

4. For the purposes of the said Act and of this Order, 
the limits of die Dockyard Port of Berehaven shall be as 
follows : — 

All the waters, bays, and creeks so far as the tide flows 
lying between lines drawn as follows : — 

On the East, a line joining Gun Point and the western 
extremity of Carrigskye ; 

On the South, a line drawn S. 42*^ W. (true) from Carrig- 
skye to a position 11,200 yards from it, thence to a 
position South (true) 6,400 yards from the western 
extreme of Bull Island, thence West (true) to a position 
South (true) from Clonaghlin Point, and thence to 
Clonaghlin Point ; 

On the West, a line drawn from the extremity of Fair 
Head to the extremity of Shee Head ; 

excepting the area North of a line joining Crowdy Point and 
Gun Point. 

Delineation of Limits. 

5. On the chart accompanying this Order are drawn all 
the limits referred to herein.

General. 



(1) Moorings for His Majesty's ships, mark buoys, and 
other aids to navigation, and such other buoys as may be 
required for any purpose in connection with Naval or 
Military operations, shall be placed by the King's Harbour 
Master as, from time to time, the requirements of His

(2) Moorings for private vessels shall not be laid in the 
said Dockyard Port without the permission, in writing, of the 
King's Harbour Master, and then only in such positions as he 
shall deem fit, and such moorings shall be forthwith removed 
on the requisition of the King's Harbour Master to that 
effect. 

(3) If at any time the anchor of any merchant or other

thereof to the Senior Naval Officer, or to the King's Harb^ 
Master, in order that aid may be given for clearing 
moorings or cables without doing damage to the same. 

(4) No merchant or other private vessel shall make 
to, or lie at, any of the buoys marking the channels or she 
in the Dockyard Port. 

(5) No merchant or other private vessel shall, with 
licence in writing from the Senior Naval Officer or the Kin 
Harbour Master, be moored or fastened to any GJovemmi 
moorings, buoys, piles, or vessels in the Dockyard Port. 

(6) The area between Shot Head and Carrigskye, i 
between the southern boundary of the Dockyard Port and 
coast to the northward, is appropriated for Gunnery tri 
and experiments from His Majesty's Ships ; and whene 
such trials or experiments are in progress, no merchant 
private vessel, or boat of any description shall anchor, mc 
or carry on fishing operations in, or pass through, the abo 
mentioned area ; and all vessels being in this area sB 
immediately move to a position outside of it when requi 
to do so by the King's Harbour Master or the Senior Na 
Officer present. 

(7) Whenever it may be necessary for Mining or Gunm 
operations or experiments, dredging operations, or other Na^ 
or Military purposes, to reserve any area other than that refe: 
to in the foregoing clause, for such operations or purpoi 
the area will be marked by buoys coloured green and whii 
or by posts coloured red ; and after twenty-one days' warn 
notice has been issued by the Admiralty, and published 
the " Dublin Gazette," no vessel shall anchor, moor, or 
within, or pass through, the area so marked, unless compeU 
to do so by stress of weather, or to avoid accident, nor wJ 
such area is uncovered or nearly imcovered at low wal 
shall any person pass through it, or remain in it, unless 
permission of, and under such arrangements as may 
from time to time made by, the officer in charge of su 
operations. 

(8) No merchant or other private vessel shaU anchor 
the lines of any electric cable laid down in the Dockyard B 
when such line is indicated by whitewashed posts, or 
discernible marks erected on shore, and a warning has 
conveyed to Mariners by notice issued by the Admiralty a 
published in the " Dublin Gazette."

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(9) Whenever practice is taking place at the Naval Rifle 
Range on Bere Island, a red flag will be hoisted at the 
flagstaff east of Rerrin, to warn vessels not to cross the range, 
the danger area of which extends in an easterly direction 
from the peninsula south of Lonehort Harbour for a distance 
of a mile and a half. 

When such red flag is hoisted, no vessel shall approach 
the east entrance until the perch on Carrigavaddra bears 
westward of N. by W. i W. magnetic. 

(10) Whenever it may be necessary for Naval purposes to 
obstruct either entrance of the port by mines, booms, or other 
obstacles, no vessel shall use, or attempt to use, such entrance. 
Warning will be given that the west entrance is forbidden to 
ships entering, as follows : — 

By day, by three red balls shown vertically at Fair 

Head ; 
By night, by three red lights shown vertically at Fair 

Head; 

and that the east entrance is forbidden by similar signals 
shown from the flagstaff just east of Rerrin. 

Anchorage Regulations. 

(11) All merchant or other private vessels shall be subject 
to the direction of the King's Harbour Master. 

(12) The anchorage in Berehaven from the East entrance 
to a line drawn North and South (true) through the western 
extreme of Minane Island shall be for the exclusive use of 
His Majesty's Ships and Vessels of War, and no merchant or 
other private vessels shall anchor to eastward of the above- 
mentioned line without the permission of the Senior Naval 
Officer or of the King's Harbour Master, and no vessel shall 
be anchored in such a position as to obstruct the fairway by 
the west entrance. 

(13) The master of every merchant or private vessel to 
which this Order relates diall observe, and cause to be 
observed, the said Regulations as far as relates to his vessel, 
and if any master or other person acts in any respect in con- 
travention of any of the said Regulations, or fails to observe, 
and cause the same to be observed, he shall, for every such 
offence, be liable to a penalty not exceeding the sum of £10.

And whereas we are of opinion that the comfort and well- 
being of Your Majesty's Navy will be promoted by a revision 
of these arrangements ; 

We beg leave humbly to. recommend that Your Majesty 
may be graciously pleased by Your Order in Council to 
sanction the introduction of the following arrangements for 
the victualling of the crews of Your Majesty's Ships, in lieu 
of the system now in force, as from the 1st October 1907, or 
in the case of any of Your Majesty's Ships serving on distant 
Stations, from such later date as we may deem advisable : — 

(1) All persons borne on the books of Your Majesty's 

Slups to be victualled according to the scales of 
Dietary contained in the First Schedule attached 
hereto, and to receive the Messing Allowance men- 
tioned therein. 

(2) Officers, Commissioned Warrant Officers, or Warrant 

Officers of Your Majesty's Navy or Royal Marines 
borne on ships' books, and Domestics, to receive at 
our discretion in lieu of the victuals and Messing 
Allowance mentioned in the said Schedule, an 
inclusive Messing Allowance at the rate of lOd. per 
diem subject to a deduction at the rate of one 
halfpenny per diem in the case of any Commissioned 
Warrant Officer or Warrant Officer of Your Majesty's 
Navy or Royal Marines, or Domestic, who elects to 
receive the ration of Spirit in kind. 

Whereas, also, we are of opinion that it is desirable to 
make improved provision for the supply of Soft Bread in 
Your Majesty's Ships when at sea ; 

We would further beg leave to recommend that, when 
the exigencies of the Service render it necessary for Bread to 
be baked by the Cooks in the ship's galley, extra pay shall 
be allowed to the Cooking Staff for imdertaking bread-making 
in addition to their ordinary duties, according to the scale set 
forth in the Second Schedxde attached hereto. 

The Lords Commissioners of Your Majesty's Treasury 
have signified their concurrence in these proposals.

SPECIAL SERVICE STOKERS— INCREASE OF PAY. 
RATING OF TRAINED MAN ABOLISHED. 

Whereas "by Section 3 of the Naval and Marine Pay and 
Pensions Act, 1865, it is enacted, int^r alia, that aU pay, 
pensions, or other allowances in the nature thereof payable in 
respect of services in Your Majesty's Naval or Royal Marine 
Forces to a person being or having been an Oflficer, Seaman, 
or Marine therein shall be paid in such manner and subject 
to such restrictions, conditions, and provisions as are from 
time to time directed by Order in Council : 

And whereas by Your Majesty's Order in Council of the 
eighth day of January 1906, the non-substantive rating of 
Trained Man was abolished for Continuous Service Stokers, 
and the sum of one penny a day formerly payable for that 
rating was added to the substantive pay of aU Continuous 
Service Stokers, 1st Class, as from tlie first day of July 
1906: 

And whereas we consider it desirable that the same 
arrangement shall be applied in the case of Stokers entered 
for combined service in the Royal Navy and Royal Fleet 
Resei've who are paid the non-continuous rates of pay of their 
ratings : 

We beg leave humbly to recommend that Your Majesty- 
may be graciously pleased by Your Order in Council to 
sanction the abolition of the non-substantive rating of Trained 
Man for such Special Service Stokers, as from the first day 
of July 1906, and the increase of the non-continuous service 
rate of pay of Special Service Stokers, 1st Class, from one 
shilling and ninepence to one shilling and tenpence a day 
as from that date.

REVISED GENERAL ORDERS FOR REGULATING 

PROCEDURE AND PRACTICE OF NAVAL 

COURTS.MARTLA.L. 

Whereas there was this day read at the Board a Report 
of the Judicial Committee of the Privy Council, dated the 
3l8t day of July 1907, in the words following : — 

" Your Majesty having been pleased by Your Order in 
Council of the 6th day of July 1907 to refer unto this Com- 
mittee a Memorial of the Lords Commissioners of the Admiralty 
dated the 3rd day of July 1907, humbly recommending that 
Your Majesty would be graciously pleased by Your Order in 
Council to direct that from the 1st day of April 1908 inclusive 
the General Orders for regulating the Procedure and Practice 
of Naval Courts-Martial which, with certain additional instruc- 
tions issued for the guidance of Courts-Martial, are contained 
in Chapter XVII. of the Regulations for the Government of 
Your Majesty's Naval Service shall be cancelled and the 
Revised General Orders annexed to the said Memorial 
substituted in lieu thereof, and likewise to refer unto this 
Committee the said Revised General Orders, to consider the 
same, and report their opinion to Your Majesty ; The Lords of 
the Committee in obedience to Your Majesty's said Order of 
Reference have taken the said Memorial and the said Revised 
General Orders for regulating the Procedure and Practice of 
Naval Courts-Martial thereunto annexed into consideration, 
and their Lordships do this day agree humbly to report to 
Your Majesty as their opinion that the said Revised General 
Orders ought to be amended by substituting for Article 665 (2) 
thereof the following Article:— * On the morning of the day 
appointed for the Court-Martial to be held, the Commander- 
in-Chief or Senior Officer present shall send to the President 
a list of the Officers who are eligible and may be required 
to sit as members, notifying if there be any whose attend- 
ance is not attainable by reason of the exigences of the 
public service. This list is also t.o give the names of any 
Officers absent on leave ' ; and for Article 671 thereof the 
following Ai-ticle : * As soon as the Court has been assembled 
the prisoner shall be brought in, and the prosecutor and 
audience admitted. The Judge- Advocate shall read the 
warrant for assembling the Court, and the names of the 
Officers whose attendance is stated in the list furnished 
under Article 665 (2) not to be attainable together with the 
reasons for their absence * ; and that subject to these amend- 
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ments the said Revised General Orders ought to be approved 
and confirmed by Your Majesty, and that from the 1st day of 
April 1908 inclusive the said General Orders for regulating 
the Procedure and Practice of Naval Courts-Martial which 
with certain additional instructions issued for the guidance 
of Courts-Martial are contained in Chapter XVII. of the 
Regulations for the Government of Your Majesty's Naval 
Service ought to be cancelled, and the said Revised General 
Orderg annexed to the said Memorial so amended as aforesaid 
substituted in lieu thereof : 

And whereas the provisions of Section one of the Rules 
Publication Act, 1893, have been complied with : 

Now, therefore. His Majesty, having taken the said Report 
into consideration, was pleased, by and with the advice of 
His Privy Council, to approve thereof, and to approve the 
said Revised General Orders as amended : 

And His Majesty was further pleased, by and with the 
like advice, to order, as it is hereby ordered, that from the 
1st day of April 1908 inclusive the said existing General 
Orders shall be cancelled, and the Revised General Orders 
(copy of which is hereunto annexed) shall be substituted in 
lieu thereof.

Procedure Preparatory to Trial. 

(a) Where a Specific Charge is made. 

659. An application for the trial by Court-Martial of any 
person on any charge shall be made as follows : — There shaU.

channels a letter, hereinafter called the Circumstantial Letter, 
repoiting the circumstances on which the charge or charges 
are foimded in the order of their occurrence and in sufficient 
detail to show the real nature and extent of the offence : 
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when words constitute the substance of the offence, they are 
to be fully and exactly set out. The letter is not to refer in 
any way to the previous character or conduct of the offender, 
nor contain any reference to facts prejudicial to him other 
than such as bear directly on the charges.

Duties of the Convening Authority. 

663. When it is proposed to try a person on any charge, 
the Convening Authority shall not order a Court-Martial to 
assemble until he shall have satisfied himself that the charges 
are correct and sufficient, and that they are properly framed 
and carefully drawn up, and until he has also satisfied him- 
self that the evidence, if uncontradicted or unexplained, will 
probably suffice to ensure a conviction. 

(2) The Convening Authority shall issue to the Officer 
appointed by him to preside at die Court-Martial a warrant 
under his hand in the prescribed form, directing him to 
assemble a Court-Martial, and shall, when the Court-Martial 
is appointed to try any person on any charge, transmit to the 
President the Circumstantial Letter and tlie charge or charges 
with the warrant. 

664. In any case the Convening Authority, if Commander- 
in-Chief of any fleet or squadron, may, in the absence of the 
Judge-Advocate of the Fleet or his Deputy and in default of 
any appointment in that behalf by the Admiralty, by warrant

Constitution and Summoning of the Court. 

665. Whenever a Court-Martial is ordered, such timely Timely notice 
notice as may be practicable, and which, as a general rule, to be given, 
should be not less than 24 hours, shall be given in General 

Orders or by signal to the ships present, so that the proper 
Officers may be prepared to attend at the place and hour 
appointed. The names of the President and of the Officers 
whose presence it is anticipated will be required are at the 
same time to be made known, and after such notice no Officer 
junior to the President of a rank eligible to sit as a Member 
is to proceed on leave of absence without the express authority 
of the Officer ordering the Court-Martial, or of the Senior 
Officer present. 

(2) On the morning of the day appointed for the Court- 
Martial to be held, the Commander-in-Chief or Senior Officer 
present shall send to the President a list of the Officers who 
are eligible and may be required to sit as Members, notifying 
if there be any whose attendance is not attainable by reason 
of the exigencies of the public service.

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(3) At all times after the Judge-Advocate has been 
appointed, the prosecutor and the prisoner shall, if they ask 
for it, be entitled to his opinion on any question of law- 
relating to the charge or trial, subject, should he be in Court, 
to the permission of the Court.

Authority and the Court of any informality or defect in the 
charge, or in the constitution of the Court.

(5) The Judge-Advocate shall maintain an entirely 
impartial position. He shall not act as prosecutor. He 
shall take care that the accused does not suffer any dis- 
advantage in consequence of his position as prisoner, or of 
his ignorance, or of his incapacity to examine or cross- 
examine witnesses, or of any other cause, and for that purpose, 
with the permission of the Court, he may call witnesses and 
put such questions to any witness as may appear necessary to 
elicit the truth. 

(6) The Judge-Advocate shall be responsible for the due 
recording of the Minutes in the prescribed form. He or the 
shorthand writer shall take down in writing and number con- 
secutively the questions put to, and the answers given by, 
each witness ; and shall read the same in the hearing of the 
witness, when required to do so, in order that any mistake 
may be corrected. No erasures are to be made in the 
Minutes, and all correction or interlineations are to be verified 
by his initials. 

Procedure at the Trial. 

670. Courts-Martial shall be assembled and held in the 
most convenient part of the ship, and shall be public, and all 
persons, except such as may be summoned to give evidence, 
shall be admitted. 

671. As soon as the Court has been assembled the prisoner 
shall be brought in, and the prosecutor and audience admitted.

Evidence in Cases of Loss, Stranding, or Hazarding

practicable: — 

(a) The ship's log book and deck log book ; the last table 
of compass deviations ; the subsequent observed 
deviations of tlie compass at sea, and the compass 
journal, as directed in Article 1,000 ; the Captain's 
night order book ; the navigating OflScer's note-book 
and work book ; and the chart or charts and sailing 
directions by which the ship was navigated, are to 
be produced. 

(6) The Court shall ascertain whether the proper chart 
and all hydrographical notices bearing on the case 
had been supplied, and if so, whether they had been 
used ; whether the position of the ship had been 
fixed, if at sea, by means of observations at noon 
and at any later time, if in sight of land, by means 
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of fixes by the land ; if not, when it was last ascer- 
tained so correctly that reliance should have been 
placed on it ; and whether the courses steered by 
standard compass, and the distances run between 
the time when the position of the ship was last 
correctly ascertained and that of the occurrence, 
were noted in the deck log book. The Court shall 
also examine the compass journal to ascertain the 
degree of reliance that can be placed on the devia- 
tions of the standard compass. 

(c) The Court shall direct one. or more navigating or other 
competent Officers of ships present to work up the 
ship's reckoning from the log and the navigating 
Officer's note-book and work book (Article 1023), and 
the rough and fair engine-room registers, from the 
time when her position was last accurately ascer- 
tained (or from such a time and with such details 
as the Court may require) to the time of her taking, 
or being in danger of taking, the ground ; the result 
is to be delivered to the Court, attested by the 
signature of such Officer or Officers, and to its 
accuracy he or they are to be sworn and to be 
subject to cross-examination. The positions of the 
ship, so determined, are to be laid off on the chart 
by which she was navigated, and also the deter- 
mined position when ashore or in danger, as noted 
in the log book. The rate and direction of the 
current and of the tidal stream, and the time of tide 
should also, if possible, be ascertained, stated, and 
equally verified on oatli. 

(d) These documents, viz., the result and the chart, as 
well as an attested copy of the ship's log book and 
the engine-room register, commencing from at least 
48 hours before the ship took the ground or was in 
danger, if so long from a known anchorage, are to 
accompany the Minutes. 

{e) The Court shall inquire whether the regulations con- 
tained in Article 978, with regard to tbe use of the 
soimding-machines and hand leads, were carefully 
observed. 

687. The examination of the Officer, or Officers, who have 
been directed to perform the duty mentioned in Article 686 {e) 
is to be limited to ascertaining the accuracy or inaccuracy of 
the document thus laid before the Court.

PROMOTION OF mDSHIPMEN AND ACTING 
SUB-LIEUTENANTS, R.N.R. 

Regulations amended. 

Whereas by Section 3 of the Naval and Marine Pay and 
Pensions Act, 1865, it is enacted, inter alia, that all pay, 
pensions, and other allowances in the nature thereof payable 
in respect of services in Your Majesty's Naval and Royal 
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Marine Forces to a person being or having been an Officer, 
Seaman, or Marine therein shall be paid in such manner and 
subject to such restrictions, conditions, and provisions as are 
from time to time directed by Order in Council : 

And whereas in the Regulations for the Royal Naval 
Reserve approved by Your Majesty's Order in Council bearing 
date the twentieth day of October 1902, it is, inter alia, pro- 
vided — (1) that Midshipmen who have undergone twelve 
months* training in Your Majesty's Navy, with a qualifying 
certificate for training and a very good certificate for conduct, 
will be eligible for promotion to the rank of Sub-Lieutenant if 
they have five yeara' service in the Royal Naval Reserve 
including service in the Navy, provided a First Mate's Certi- 
ficate of Competency is obtained ; (2) that Midshipmen who 
have not undergone twelve months' training in Your Majesty's 
Navy will, after six years in the Royal Naval Reserve, be 
eligible for appointment as Acting Sub-Lieutenant, provided 
a First Mate's Provisional Certificate of Competency is 
obtained and that they possess a test certificate in Gunnery, 
and will be eligible for confirmation of rank as Sub-Lieutenant 
on obtaining an Ordinary Master's Certificate or Provisional 
Certificate of Competency as Master; and (3) that such 
appointment, as Acting Sub-Lieutenant shall not be held for a 
period exceeding five years, the names of Officers failing to 
become qualified for confirmation within this period being 
removed from the List : 

And whereas it has been brought to our notice that the 
rank of Midshipman is in many cases not commensurate with 
the position held by these Officers in the Mercantile Marine : 

We beg leave humbly to recommend that Your Majesty 
may be graciously pleased by Your Order in Council to 
sanction the amendment of the Regulations referred to above 
so as to read as follows — 

Midshipmen will be eligible for appointment as Acting 
Sub-Lieutenants in the Royal Naval Reserve provided : — 

(a) They have three years' seniority as Midshipmen in the 
Royal Naval Reserve and are not less than twenty- 
one years of age ; 

(fc) They possess a First Mate's or a Provisional First 
Mate's Certificate of Competency ;
